U.S. to pour arms 
into new hot spot 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
President Carter has signed 
a waiver which will allow 
delivery of combat planes, 
tanks and armored person¬ 
nel carriers to North Yemen 
without congressional re¬ 
view. the U.S. stale depart¬ 
ment said Friday. 


And in another escalation 
of U.S. military presence in 
the Middle East, depart¬ 
ment spokesman Kenneth 
Brown said two radar recon¬ 
naissance planes have been 
ordered to Saudi Arabia.

WON’T BE A TOOL 
IN BIG-POWER 
GAME —N. YEMEN 


KUWAIT (AP) — The pro-West president of embattled 
North Yemen said in an interview published Friday 
that both Washington and Moscow are playing the "su¬ 
perpower game" in his remote corner of the Middle 
East and "we refuse to be turned into a tool." 

The Marxist-ruled South claimed, meanwhile, that 
North Yemeni troops suffered heavy losses in two new 
battles deep inside North Yemen. Thousands of Soviet 
specialists and Cuban troops were reported advising the 
southerners. 

Though the North Yemeni military relies on U.S. arms 
aid in the war. President Ali Abdullah Saleh chastised the 
U.S. for its recent statements that it would not hesi¬ 
tate to use military force to safeguard American Inter¬ 
ests in the region. 

Such warnings "added fuel to the conflict's fire and 
constituted part of the superpower game," Saleh said 
in the interview with the Kuwaiti newspaper Alrai Alaam. 

The Kuwaiti newspaper Al Seyassa reported Thursday 
that 2,700 Cuban troops and 300 Soviet advisers had been 
rushed to South Yemen from Ethiopia this week, rein¬ 
forcing an estimated 1,000 Soviet personnel already ad¬ 
vising the armed forces of the Marxist South. 

Saleh declared that South Yemen "Is exploiting the 
dispute to serve an international strategy that aims to 
transform Yemen into an arena of dangerous super¬ 
power conflict." 

"We refuse to be turned into a tool in the hands of the 
United States or the Soviet Union." Saleh said. 

In Washington. U.S. officials said Saleh's statement 
apparently was aimed at cooling tensions by making 
an overture to the Soviet Union. 


required on major U.S. arms 
transfers to foreign coun¬ 
tries. But Carter felt that the 
situation in North Yemen 
was such that speedy deliv¬ 
ery of the weaponry was re¬ 
quired, said officials who 
asked not to be identified. 

"We will notify Congress 
shortly that the 30-da.v 
period Is to be set aside," 
Brown said. 

North Yemen has been en¬ 
gaged in a two-week border 
war with Marxist 'South 
Yemen. The fighting has 
continued despite a cease¬ 
fire call by the Arab League. 
South Yemen has controlled 
a portion of North Yemeni 
territory. 

The equipment involves 12 
F-5E jet fighter planes, 50 
armored personnel carriers 
and 04 tanks. The adminis¬ 
tration announced last week 
the dispatch of anti-tank and 
anti-aircraft weaponry to 
North Yemen. 

Congressman Benjamin 
Rosenthal said he is sur¬ 
prised by the administra¬ 
tion's move. 

"I’m very unhappy about 
it because it upsets ihe bal¬ 
ance in the Middle East (of 
Arab weapons against Is¬ 
rael's)." he said. 

However, the law giving 
Congress 30 days to veto any 
large U.S. weapons sale 
abroad says specifically the 
president can waive the con¬ 
gressmen's veto authority in 
an emergency. 

U.S. officials said North 
Yemen has no pilots capable 
of Hying F-5Es and probably 
will have to recruit pilots 
from elsewhere. One official 
said the United Slates will 
have no role in recruiting 
pilots for North Yemen. 


Seal-hunt protesters held 
in clash over pelt-dyeing 


HALIFAX (CP) — Cana¬ 
dian authorities sent addi¬ 
tional police and fisheries 
officers Into the Ice-covered 
Gulf of St. Lawrence Friday 
after a clash at daybreak 
with protesters who tried to 
thwart the annual Gulf seal 
hunt. Eight protesters ended 
up under arrest aboard the 
Canadian Coast Guard ice¬ 
breaker Wolfe. 

The clash came on the eve 
of the official opening of the 
other section of the East 


Coast hunt today off the La¬ 
brador coast. 

The protesters, from the 
trawler Sea Shepherd, had 
stolen out onto the Ice before 
dawn and were dyeing the 
pelts of new born seals with a 
red stain when enforcement 
authorities moved in to ar¬ 
rest them. 

A fisheries spokesman in 
Quebec City said the eight, 
would be flown to Cap-aux- 
Meules, Quc., on the Magda¬ 
len Islands, to face formal 


charges when a magistrate 
could be flown there. 


Stan Dudka, federal fi¬ 
sheries officer In charge, 
said the eight men violated 
fisheries regulations by 
coming within half a nauti¬ 
cal mile of a seal herd with¬ 
out a federal permit and 
some also will face charges 
of resisting arrest and car¬ 
rying concealed weapons. 
Nobody was seriously hurt, 
Dudka said 


No ‘gift’ for Idi 


H-bomb plan 
barred 
from print 


MILWAUKEE, Wis. (AP) — U.S. District Judge 
Robert Warren on Friday issued a 10-day restraining 
order to stop publication of an article which the 
government claims "would help other nations devel¬ 
op thermonuclear weaponry and injure the United 
States." 

"I'd want to think a long hard time before I'd 
give the hydrogen bomb to Idi Amin," Warren 
said, referring to the president of Uganda. “It seems 
to me that that's what we’re doing. I realize that any 
prior restraint on the public comes into any federal 
court with a heavy burden." 

Warren held the hearing on a civil suit filed by 
the U.S. justice department against The Progessive 
magazine. 


THE JUDGE SAID HE sees a difference be 
tween this case and that involving the New York 
Times and publication of the Pentagon papers. He 
said this case involves a statute prohibiting dissemi¬ 
nation of information about nuclear weapons. 

The judge set another hearing for next Friday. 

The justice department said the article, written 
by Howard Morland. is entitled “How a Hydrogen 
Bomb Works" and its publication “would increase 
the proliferation of nuclear weapons and thereby se¬ 
verely undercut the arms control and disarmament 
policies of the United States." 

But Erwin Knoll, editor of the magazine, said 
there had been no decision on when the article would 
appear and the title mentioned in the suit is 
incorrect. He would not say what the.title is. 


DAY SAID MORLAND IS a freelance writer who 
wrote an article entitled "Tritium: The New Genie" 
for the February issue. He said Morland obtained 
information for the article "through research but I 
can’t go into further details.” 

Sidney Lens, a contributing editor of the maga¬ 
zine, said in Honolulu that Morland told him there is 
no classified material in the article. 

“The material was acquired from above-board, 
unclassified sources, from interviews with scientists 
and from Morland’s knowledge of physics,” Lens 
said. 

"This is the pot calling the kettle black because 
the government promotes the sale of nuclear reac¬ 
tors to foreign countries,” Lens added. "H-bombs 
are made from the waste of nuclear reactors.” 


DAY SAID HE FELT the article "will do a great 
deal to arouse public concern over the continued 
manufacturing of nuclear weapons" but declined to 
comment further on its content. 

The suit said the U.S. energy department, which 
is responsible for design and development of U.S. 
nuclear weapons, received a copy of the article Feb. 
27, with a letter from Day asking the department to 
"verify the technical accuracy of the information 
contained In the article." 

The suit cited an affidavit from John Griffin, an 
assistant secretary of the defence program in the 
energy department. 

"I have determined that a significant portion of 
the manuscript contains Information which the laws 
require to be classified as secret restricted data,” 
Griffin's affidavit said.

‘Never give 


up on kids'

Kimberley Vis, 314, was by all accounts dead on Feb. 7 when a neighbor 
plucked her from beneath the ice of a ditch into which she had fallen near her 
Port Alberni home. 

She had spent, by that time, at least 15 minutes beneath the water; some 
authoritative estimates say it was probably closer to 30 minutes, it was about 


another 10 long minutes 
Port Alberni hospital, 
and more than eight 
hours before she arrived 
at Royal Jubilee Hospital 
in Victoria.

At first, all the doctors 
in Port Alberni could tell 
her parents, Corrie and 
Patsy Vis, was that they 
hadn't given up hope. Then 
they reported that they had 
a heartbeat. Then she was 
breathing, with an artificial 
respirator. 


She was under water 
for a quarter-hour; 

first came a 
heartbeat, then the 
real fight for life began

But the battle was far 
from won, and over the next 
few weeks, a multi-disci¬ 
pline team of physicians at 
Royal Jubilee watched as 
the youngster fought one 
battle and then another to 
hold onto life. They admit 
now that they were ready to 
give up on several occasions 
when the unconscious 
youngster—her brain 
starved for oxygen, her 
lungs filled with fluid and 
her kidneys stopped—ap¬ 
peared to have been lost. 


Even if her body survived, 
they knew that the chances 
her brain tissues could sur¬ 
vive as long as 40 minutes 
without oxygen were nil. No 
one on record has ever sur¬ 


vived a cutoff of oxygen to 
the brain for longer than 
that. They were prepared 
to have a “vegetable” out 
of the experience. 

But what almost every 
doctor connected with the 
case calls a miracle hap¬ 
pened. Today Kimberley is 
not only conscious, but alert 
and speaking. Most remark¬ 
able of all, her memory, per¬ 
sonality and brain function 
appear to have been virtual¬ 
ly unscarred. 

“I think we all learned 
something from this,” Dr. 
John Green, a Royal Jubilee 
anesthetist, said Friday: 
“Never give up on kids.” 

Says another physician: “I 
have to say that it is a mira¬ 
cle that she survived. But 
that she could survive with¬ 
out brain damage, 
well..." 


The physicians were not 
completely without hope. 
Green said. 

“If it had been an adult, 
well, forget it. They would 
be dead." 

But young children retain 
a capability known as the 
"dive.jeflex" first discover¬ 
ed in sea-going mammals 
which can dive to great 
depths and stay there for 
extended periods of time be¬ 
fore they have to come up 
for air. Blood circulation to 
the extremities stops, and 
the blood circulates only in 
the body core and brain, 
keeping the vital organs 
warm. 

In addition, a low body 
temperature slows down 
body function, and reduces 
the need for oxygen, some-

Levi said the BCRIC pro¬ 
gram had required consul¬ 
tants at up to $10,000 a 
month, while machines and 
clerks by the score were 
“sprouting up overnight."

LONDON (Reuter) — Dog lover Mavis 
Thornton was Jailed indefinitely on Friday 
for disobeying a ban on walking dogs in the 
parks of a Lancashire town. 

A High Court judge In London sent the 
mother of six to jail, saying she had 
deliberately flouted a ruling by the Bum- 
ley Town Council which banned dogs from 
local parks because their droppings spread 
diseases. 

The Judge s#ld Mrs. Thornton had made 
it clear she Intended to continue to disobey 
the law and walk her dachshund and two 
terriers In Burnley parks. 


He said: "I warned her of the conse¬ 
quences of this altitude but unfortunately 
she has not retreated from It." 


He told her: "I very much hope that In a 
short lime you will realize It Is misguided 
and that the court will be in a position to 
release you." 

Leaders of the Burnley Dog Owners' 
Action Committee said Fridu> they plan 
a silent vigil outside Prime Minister James 
Callaghan's official residence, 10 Down¬ 
ing Street, to protest the ban and the

When she got to 
Royal Jubilee, her tempera¬ 
ture was 34° Celsius (normal 
body temperature is 37“ Cel¬ 
sius). Green, called in on 
the case by pediatrician Dr. 
Jim Popkins, cooled Kim¬ 
berley even more, and then 
gave her an anesthetic to 
reduce her brain’s need for 
oxygen even further. 

The youngster was kept 
cold for more than three 
days, in a state of virtual

suspended animation, be¬ 
fore the physicians decided 
to take the risk of warming 
her. in the hope that her 
brain had partially recover¬ 
ed from the long period 
without oxygen. 

Their next problem was 
her lungs. Killed with stag¬ 
nant water, they contracted 
pneumonia. Adding to the 
problem was her kidneys, 
which had also been affect¬ 
ed by the lack of oxygen, and 
had stopped. She required 
fluid to treat shock, but her 
kidneys could not get rid of 
it, and it backed up into her 
lungs, preventing them from 
passing oxygen into her 
blood. 

Another physician called 
in to help with the kidney 
problems began dialysis, 
similar to that used in other 
cases of kidney failure, to 
get rid of the excess fluid. 

“I honestly thought she 
was going to succumb to 
respiratory problems," un¬ 
usual in drowning cases, 
where the cause of death is 


usually brain damage from 
lark of oxygen rather than 
water in the lungs, Green 

said. 

"But we still had a heart¬ 
beat, so we decided to keep 
going ahead anyway." 

Green prescribed an un¬ 
usual type of therapy to get 
oxygen through to Kimber¬ 
ley's brain. Oxygen, so es : 
sential to life, is poisonous in 
high concentrations, antf 
Green prescribed 100 per 
cent oxygen, gambling that 
oxygen poisoning was a less 
serious threat than brain 
death because of a lack of 
oxygen. 

“For close to 38 hours I 
admit I thought she was 
going to die." But after 
nearly two weeks, the 
youngsters' breathing im¬ 
proved, to the point where 
she was weaned from the 
artificial respirator, and 
"her lungs haven't looked 
back,” Green said.

continuous dialysis and her 
other needs, a significant 
step for the staff-short hos¬ 
pital, and some nurses came 
in on their days off to lend a 
hand, Green said.

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It’s ^chairwoman’ in a pinch 

New Oxford dictionary lays down the law 
with numerous strictures on word usages 


LONDON (UPI) — It’s "chairman," 
in a pinch “chairwoman,” but never 
“chairperson.” 

So at least rules a new Oxford dictio¬ 
nary published In paperback this 
week. 

"Chairperson” doesn’Leven rate a 
mention in its pages. Hopefully we'll 
hear It no more, now that the dictio¬ 
nary definitively rules it out. 

Oops. “Hopefully” is out, too. And 
one should not confuse “definite" with 
“definitive.” 

“The public in general is much more 
conscious than It used to be about what 
is right and wrong,” said editor Joyce 
Hawkins of the Oxford University 
Press, perhaps unconsciously using 


"public” as a singular noun in the 
American way rather than a plural one 
as in Britain. 

“We rather think things are chang¬ 
ing away from permissiveness." 

And changing, hopefully—or rath¬ 
er, it is to be hoped—in such a way as 
to eliminate precisely those horrors 
like chairperson. 

“Chairwoman" is okay—or rather, 
allowed. But "chairman,” it says, 
may be used about persons of either 
sex. 

Hopefully, it says, means only “in a 
hopeful way," and must be used with a 
noun. It is no substitute for “it is to be 
hoped,” nor is the phrase "due to” a 
proper synonym for “because of.” 


The dictionary is a grumbling, can¬ 
tankerous kind of wordbook that for 
the first time issues flat ukases about 
words which ain’t good. 

("Ain’t: This word is avoided in 
standard speech except in humorous 
use, e.g.: she ain’t what she used 
to be.”) 

"We feel the time has come to lay 
down the law on what is right and 
wrong,” said editor Hawkins. (“Lay 
down the law: to talk authoritatively, 
or as if sure oFbeing right.”) 

Strictures on correct word usage 
abound on nearly every page, such as 
one about confusing “less” with 
“fewer." 

“We need less tax officials” is 


wrong, no matter how true, when what 
is meant is “We need fewer tax offi¬ 
cials.” For things measured by num¬ 
bers, use “fewer,” the dictionary 
says. 

The new volume, which even before 
publication ran through two printings 
totalling 500,000 copies, sets out to be 
not only definite but definitive, two 
words it complains are often con¬ 
fused. 

With bravery approaching foolhar¬ 
diness it tackles the most common 
error in English usage—the confusion 
between “it’s” and “its,” and labels 
such solecisms as "between you and 
I" as "incontrovertibly wrong.” 



300,000 
DOGS 
TO DIE 

BOGOTA, Colombia 
(UPI) — Pet-lovers in Bogo¬ 
ta are up in arms over re¬ 
ports of a “canine holo¬ 
caust” in which up to 300,000 
stray dogs will be killed to 
halt a rabies outbreak. 

No date has been an¬ 
nounced for beginning the 
massive destruction of stray 
dogs and authorities say it 
will probably take up to a 
year to remove all of them 
from the streets. 

Authorities also plan a 
massive campaign of vacci¬ 
nation of dogs with owners 
starting March 15 to immu¬ 
nize 350,000 dogs against ra¬ 
bies. There is no accurate 
census of the canine popula¬ 
tion in this city of five mil¬ 
lion people. 

Bogota newspapers have 
dubbed the program the 
“canine Holocaust,” be¬ 
cause it coincides with the 
local transmission of the 
television mini-series Holo¬ 
caust about the Nazi exter¬ 
mination of Jews. 

Otto Gutierrez, Bogota 
health secretary, announced 
the measures because of a 
rising incidence of rabies. 


We’ve turned 
tables—Amin 


NAIROBI, Kenya (AP) - 
Ugandan President Idi Amin 
claimed his troops turned 
the tables on Tanzanian and 
Ugandan-exile invaders Fri¬ 
day, driving them back from 
his capital of Kampala and 
seizing weapons 

However, the Radio Ugan¬ 
da broadcast which carried 
Amin’s claims gave no evi¬ 
dence of the site or scope of 
the action and there was no 
independent confirmation of 
the claims. 

Sources in Nairobi were 
quoted as saying Amin's 
troops attacked a largely- 
deserted town—Mpigi. 

"Reports from the battle 
since last (Thursday) night 
were encouraging—the 

enemy is retreating," Amin 
said. 

The former British army 
sergeant, now president, 
field marshal and military 
chief of staff, announced in 
the Radio Uganda broadcast 
that Ugandans had nothing 
to fear.

PASADENA, Calif. (AP) 
-^ Jupiter has a 26,665-kilo- 
metre (18,600-mile) long dis¬ 
play of northern lights, sci- 
limists discovered Friday. 
They said the display was 
the first of its kind found on 
any planet besides earth, 
’’The northern lights were 
found as scientists looked at 
a Voyager 1 photograph of 
the dark side of the planet. 

The display was "the lar¬ 
gest aurora arc that has 
gyer been observed," said 
Dr Edward Stone, Voyager 
pVoject director at the Jet 
Propulsion Laboratory. 

The lights indicate Ju¬ 
piter’s atmosphere is bom¬ 
barded by many energetic 
particles that cause the at- 
iposphere to glow, Stone 
said. 

;lle said the northern lights 
—properly the aurora bore¬ 


alis—are the first seen any¬ 
where except on earth. 

The photograph of the 
dark side of Jupiter also 
shows 17 light spots at lower 
latitudes and Stone specu¬ 
lated these might be light¬ 
ning above the cloud cover. 
Such lightning was discover¬ 
ed on Venus three months 
ago by the Pioneer probe, 
Stone said.

Tanzanian Presi¬ 
dent Julius Nyerere: the dip¬ 
lomat said, would probably 
hesitate before endangering 
so many potential aid 
donors. 


Guards stone 
Iran women 

TEHRAN, Iran (UPI) — Male revolutionary guards Fri 
day stoned and cursed several hundred women who 
marched in defiance of Ayatollah Rullolah Khomeini's 
pronouncement that they must wear veils and obey the rigid 
code of Islam. 

While the women bitterly opposed the ayatollah's au¬ 
thority, Prime Minister Mehdi Bazargan pressed forward in 
talks with Khomeini to revamp the government he has 
criticized for “committee games” by revolutionaries who 
are known to have ordered the execution of 44 men accused 
of mass murder, torture and sex offenses. 

A group of a thousand women gathered at the university 
campus for the second day of demonstrations, yelling. “We 
condemn all forms of repression," and “We shall not lei 
anyone turn us into slaves.” 

A number of the women smoked cigarettes and waved 
them in the air in an act of defiance. Tobacco is forbidden to 
women under Khomeini's strict code of Islamic morality. , 

The protesters suddenly were confronted by pro-Kho¬ 
meini men, who taunted them and hurled stones at them. 
There were no reports of injuries, however. 

Sources close to the 71-year-old prime minister said he 
was in contact with Khomeini, headquartered in the Moslem 
university town of Qom, south of Tehran. 

“Some headway has been made," a source close to 
Bazargan said, adding that the prime minister had threa-, 
tened to resign, but was “in position to push through without 
having to quit." 

Bazargan’s labor minister. Dariush Foruhar. said Kho¬ 
meini "still supports the government"—a sign that Kho¬ 
meini had been amenable to the prime minister's de¬ 
mands. 

There was strong speculation that some of the revolu¬ 
tionary committees, considered a threat to Bazargan -, 
authority, would be dissolved in a conciliatory gesture to the 
premier. 

But the revolutionaries Friday ordered more summary 
executions, and their firing squads killed three police 
officers accused of mass murder and torture.

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Shoot-out 
at Riley Creek 

THE JAPANESE probably will save Forests Min¬ 
ister Tom Waterland some loss of face in this 
embarrassing confrontation between two of our 
government departments on the Queen Charlotte 
Islands. 

On the face of it, the issue is a tiny tract of 
timber on the steep slopes above Riley Creek on 
the west coast of Graham Island. The provincial 
government, which has jurisdiction over forestry, 
says: log it. The federal government, which has 
jurisdiction over salt water fishing, says: no. 

The federal fisheries people have concluded 
that if this little patch of timber, about 50 acres of 
it, is logged, the thin soil remaining might well be 
washed Into the creek, silt the spawning beds 
and deal a blow to the creek’s salmon produc¬ 
tion. 

Mr. Waterland, when he heard of the ban, 
chose to interpret it as federal encroachment on a 
provincial jurisdiction. He trumpeted defiance. 
Jack Munro, the mouth for the laboring loggers, 
said it would cost jobs. Ye gods and little fishes! 
Fifty acres of timber in a province which has 125 
million acres of forest land! The whole thing 
would be funny if these people were not in posi¬ 
tions of some influence. 

Perhaps the federal fisheries people are 
wrong. Perhaps if all the trees on that 50 acres of 
timber were cut the thin soil on those slopes would 
not end up in the creek. There is, of course, only 
one certain way to find out. We could cut down the 
trees and watch what happens. But doesn’t it 
make a lot more sense to avoid that risk and leave 
those few acres alone? Only a tiny political mind 
would feel challenged by the federal fisheries ban 
on Riley Creek. 

Now Mr. Waterland could face more embar¬ 
rassing exposure in this sorry business because 
the feds for once have hung tough. They’ve told 
the province that if logging above Riley Creek 
proceeds, they'll take the matter to court. 

Enter the Japanese. The company involved is 
Q.C. Timber Ltd., a Japanese firm. People on the 
scene report thakthe Japanese don’t believe in 
confrontation tactics so they probably will respect 
the ban. Too bad our forests minister doesn’t have 
the same attitude.

GIBRALTAR - A lone British sen¬ 
try wearing the winter “blues" of the 
2nd Battalion, the Queen's Regiment, 
patrols regularly past the gold-tipped 
gates which stand symbolically open. 

Until 10 years ago. this was for 
many visitors their first sight of Gi¬ 
braltar. Then, in an ill-judged act of 
political spite. Spain closed the fron¬ 
tier. 

Today, her border gates still stand 
firmly shut, with its paint peeling in 
ihe hqt Mediterranean sun. Grass 
grows in the streets leading to the 
frontier town of La Linea, with its 
crumbling, unfinished buildings and 
mass unemployment. 

Until ordered back by their mas¬ 
ters in Madrid. 1,600 La Lineans 
worked daily in Gibraltar. Some had 
done so for to years. Others owned 
their own businesses. 

The most pitiful sequel has been the 
families torn apart, now able to com¬ 
municate only by telephone — restor¬ 
ed, without warning, shortly before 
last Christmas- or by calling to each 
other across the 100 yards of "no 
man’s land." 

Occasionally, protesters chain 
themselves to the gates: British sol¬ 
diers or police ease them gently off 
and send them away with a warning. 
The Spaniards put their protesters in 
jail to “cool off” for a few days. 

This kind of "justice" is but one of 
may aspects which the 30,000 Gibral¬ 
tarians resent about the Spanish way 
nf life. The last thing they want is to be 
absorbed into the “Bull’s Hide."

Economic council, government 
should keep their distance 



OTTAWA - As an advi¬ 
sory body, the Economic 
Council of Canada must not 
only be independent but be 
seen to be independent if it is 
to have public credibility. 
Anything less would make 
the council seem an instru 
men! of the government and 
therefore, in this parartoic 
age, not to be trusted. 

That much Is recognized 
in a lecture recently given 
by Sylvia Ostry, chairman 
of the council, to the school 
of public administration at 
Carleton Unversity. Never¬ 
theless. she sees a need for 
some kind of structured con¬ 
nection between the council 
and the government and pos¬ 
sibly between the council 
and Parliament. However 
well-meant, that kind of 
connecton could damage the 
council. 

"The council has served," 
Ostry said, "and must con¬ 
tinue to serve as a vehicle 
for the communication of 
ideas and perspectives and 
to do this it must be visibly 
independent of government 
involvement in its activities 

"Independence, however, 
should not mean isolation. It 
does not require us to oper¬ 
ate in such a state of clois¬ 
tered virginity that we are 
out of touch with the ongoing 
activities of governments 
and their agencies. I believe 
very strongly that It would 
be desirable for representa¬ 
tives of the council to mdet 
at fairly regular Intervals 
with a committee of cabinet; 
council members should 
also meet with opposition 
parties as requested. More¬ 
over, the views of the coun¬ 
cil must be more effectively 
and directly conveyed to the 
various levels of govern¬ 
ment. 

"In terms of our relations 
with Parliament as a whole. 
I have strongly recommend¬ 
ed that consideration be 



given to the use of a parlia¬ 
mentary committee — exist¬ 
ing or newly created — to 
discuss major council docu¬ 
ments, especially annual re¬ 
views. on the occasion of a 
thorough airing of medium- 
term policy issues.” 

Yet is a link, even of the 
most tenuous kind, between 
the council and the cabinet 
and Parliament really 
necessary, considering the 
fact that as a result, the 
council might no longer be 
"visibly independent"? 
Ostry herself lists some of 
the council's accomplish¬ 
ments, achieved without 
such a link: 

"In the early (annual) re¬ 
views, the council recom¬ 
mended the Introduction of 
comprehensive manpower 
policies to increase occupa¬ 
tional training and mobility 
of Canadians. The federal 
government established a 
department of manpower 
for this very purpose. 

"The council urged edu¬ 
cational investment and the 
federal government, with 
the provinces, embarked on 
shared cost post-secondary 
education programs which 
now see proportionately 
more Canadian young peo¬ 
ple getting advanced edu¬ 
cation than do the young In 
almost any other western 
nation. 

"The council recommend¬ 
ed the enrichment and co-or¬ 
dination of Initiatives In 
Canada's lagging regions 
und this was followed by the 


ing of the frontier, Sir William com¬ 
mented: "It is absolutely in Spain's 
hands. There is very little we can do 
about it, in that they have these re¬ 
strictions and have tried to persuade 
the people of Gibraltar that they would 
be better off linked with Spain.” 

These attempts, he went on, have 
had "absolutely the reverse effect”; 
instead of wooing the Gibraltarians, 
they have tried to coerce them and 
merely made them “more resolute." 
The Spaniards probably appreciate 
this fad. but find it hard to back¬ 
track. 

Sir William believes two factors 
will influence Spanish thinking on the 
Gibraltar question; one, Spain is due to 
host the Human Rights Conference in 
Madrid next year — "and it is going to 
be awkward to do that and to appear to 
be in violation of human rights 
here.” 

Secondly, if the "siege" is main¬ 
tained in the face of Spain’s applica¬ 
tion for European Economic Commu¬ 
nity membership, this will "certainly 


go against the spirit of the'Treaty of 
Rome, if not the letter." 

As he points out, a generation of 
Gibraltarians is growing up who have 
never been Inside Spain. For them, 
there is an instinctive emotional ap 
peal in Britain's capable, unobtrusive 
rule. 

They regard the Union Jack flags 
which fly over the Royal Naval dock 
yard and the governor's residence as 
profoundly re-assuring as the red tele¬ 
phone kiosks, and “bobbles” patrol¬ 
ling the streets packed with Angio-Ital- 
ian-style houses and dotted with palm 
trees. 

They like the visits from naval 
ships on exercise as much as they 
enjoy afternoon tea at the famous 
Rock Hotel, which retains something 
of the opulence it had in the heyday of 
the cruise liners during the 1920s 
and '30s. Gib was traditionally a port 
of call then for ships going east. 

The people also appreciate being 
able to “buy British”. Since wage par 
ity with the United Kingdom we., intro¬ 
duced last July, car ownership has 
boomed, threatening to one day cause 
a nose-to-tail jam on Gibraltar's two 
miles of external roads. Inside the 
Rock itself is a 34-mile road system 
reserved mainly for military use. 

Gibraltar is managing very well 
without Spain thanks to a flourishing 
tourism trade (up 25 per cent last 
year), $10 million-a-year development 
aid from Britain, and the assistance of 
Moroccan labor.

federal establishment of the 
department of regional eco¬ 
nomic expansion.” 

Ostry listed several more 
accomplishments, and con¬ 
cluded: 

"I’m not saying these 
things would not . . . have 
happened without the coun¬ 
cil’s advice, or that all our 
recommendations are acted 
on. That would be silly, for 
an economic advisory body 
is just that, an advisory 
body. Politicians must bear 
the ultimate responsibility, 
and governments must 
weigh factors other than 
economic ones in making 
their decisions. But the ana¬ 
lytic work Is thorough, the 
findings clear the air, and 
Ihe advice is listened to. It is 
listened to because of its im¬ 
partiality and its indepen¬ 
dence." 

True, there is no reason 
that a parliamentary com¬ 
mittee shouldn't call on the 
council for its views on a 
case-by-case basis. But to 
pin such meetings to the 
council’s annual review 
would be to structure the 
relationship. As with any 
other outside experts. Par¬ 
liament should say to the 
council, “don’t call us, we'll 
call you.” 

Ostry recounted the reac¬ 
tion of the council’s first 
chairman, J. J. Deutsch, 
when a cabinet member 
tried to persuade him to par¬ 
ticipate In the meetings of 
the cabinet committee on 
finance and trade in . the 
..same way as did officials of 
the finance department. 
Deutsch refused, arguing 
that “he deemed It his re¬ 
sponsibility to express the 
views of his council only 
through its program of pub¬ 
lications: to provide advice 
publicly, not privately.” 

There seems no cogent 
reason to alter that ap¬ 
proach now. 


LONDON — It was only 
when his doctors ordered 
him to take an immediate 
three-day rest that people 
recalled with a start just 
how old the Ayatollah Kho¬ 
meini is. Has there ever be¬ 
fore been a revolution whose 
leader is 78 years old? More 
to the point, what would be¬ 
come of Iran's revolution if 
he suddenly died? 

No man of Khomeini’s 
age, however fit and abste¬ 
mious, can be reckoned a 
good insurance risk, espe¬ 
cially if he has abruptly 
gone from decades of quiet 
religious contemplation to 
the stress-filled 18-hour days 
of a revolutionary leader. 
Nor. in an Iran where hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of 
weapons have suddenly fall¬ 
en into private hands, can 
the possibility of assassina¬ 
tion be dismissed. 

If Khomeini were sudden¬ 
ly removed from the centre, 
would the Islamic revolution 
fall apart? Has he got any 
real successor who could 
carry on his work? Would 
the shah come back, or 
would the left take over? 
Above all, would the likeli¬ 
hood of Russian intervention 
be increased? 

On one count, at least, the 
answer is clear: the shah 
could not make a come-back 
now: if every ayatollah in 
Iran were simultaneously 
assumed into Paradise. 

If Khomeini had died last 
month, the liberal-demo¬ 
cratic government sought by 
Dr. Bakhtiar might have 
had a chance to grow. If he 
had died three months ago, 
even the shah just might 
have stood a chance, if he 
had been very quick and 
very adroit in turning him¬ 
self into a constitutional 
monarch. But now it is far 
too late. 

A much more doubtful 
question is what would be¬ 
come of the project for an 
"Islamic republic" if the 
ayatollah were removed 
from the scene. He is an 
extremely accomplished 
politician who has first 
turned himself into an all¬ 
purpose symbol of revolu¬ 
tionary change, and then 
used that symbolic power to 
unite all sorts of different 
groups behind his own pur¬ 
poses. There are other aya¬ 
tollahs in Iran — some of 
them senior to Khomeini — 
but none of them has that 
symbolic power. 

Khomeini's appeal is not 
just jo the devoutly religious 
revolutionaries. His appeal 
to the community at large, 
and even to many of those 
who belong to Marxist 
groups which should in 
theory disapprove of him, is 
so powerful that nobody 
within the deeply divided co¬ 
alition of revolutionary 
forces dares to challenge 
him openly. He Is making 
use of this fact to ram 
through Ills own version of 
Iran's future and he has a 
fair chance of success. 

But no other ayatollah 
could reach out beyond the 
purely religious revolution¬ 
aries to attract and bind the 
loyalties of the other well- 



armed groups who now teem 
through the streets of 
Tehran and other cities. If 
Khomeini goes, so does the 
increasingly strained unity 
of the revolution. It would be 
a miracle if the leftist gue¬ 
rrillas, especially those of 
the big Fedayeen-e-Khalq 
group, did not then make 
their own grab for power. 

Iran may well disintegrate 
into chaos anyway. Kho¬ 
meini may not be able to 
hold the revolutionary 
forces together and seces¬ 
sionist movements among 
Iran's numerous minorities 
are already coming into the 
open, notably among the 
Kurds. But without Kho¬ 
meini, chaos and disintegra¬ 
tion would be virtually 
guaranteed. 

And that is what could 
bring the Russians in. They 
are even more cautious and 
conservative now than they 


were under Stalin, but in the 
early post-war years they 
were deeply involved in sup¬ 
porting secessionist "repub¬ 
lics" in Iran’s Kurdish and 
Turkish provinces. 

Even more dangerous 
would be a situation where 
some armed leftist group 
seized power in Tehran for a 
day or two. and then came 
under attack from ail the 
rival forces at loose in the 
streets. Such a beleaguered 
Marxist group might then 
swallow its vaunted nation¬ 
alism and independence and 
call for Russian help. 

But if Soviet forces should 
extend “fraternal aid" in 
such a sensitive strategic 
area as Iran, there is no 
telling where the repercus¬ 
sions might end. Although il 
is hard to imagine President 
Jimmy Carter taking deci¬ 
sive counteraction in a situa¬ 
tion which would be poten 
tially more serious than the 
1962 Cuban crisis, there are 
times when institutions 
overpower individuals. 

In view of what would be 
at stake in the world if Iran 
were actually falling under 
outright Soviet control, an 
all-out Soviet-American con¬ 
frontation would be almost 
inevitable. It would be bet¬ 
ter for everybody if Kho¬ 
meini stays alive to build his 
“Islamic republic”.

annihilate us before there is 
a chance to plan and enjoy 
the future. 

I support the World Feder¬ 
alists of Canada in their 
view that the constitution 
should condemn war as a 
means of settling disputes; 
ban weapons of mass-de¬ 
struction in Canada; and ac¬ 
cept compulsory jurisdic¬ 
tion of the International 
Court of Justice. 

The present constitutions 
of Japan. Germany, India, 
Italy and others contain 
clauses limiting their so¬ 
vereignty. Canada should 
declare its willingness to 
transfer, by legislation, cer¬ 
tain powers to a world body, 


such as the United Nations, 
when such actions further 
peace and justice. 

In addition the preamble 
to our constitution should 
contain an inspiring state¬ 
ment about our individual 
responsibilities, both as na¬ 
tional and as world citizens.. 
If Canada is to survive the 
next hundred years in a tur¬ 
bulent world, future citizens 
could then look back and say 
"this was our country’s 
greatest contribution to¬ 
wards humanity." 

Note: The recent outbreak 
of violence reinforces the 
fact that there is a serious 
lack of constructive policies 
in the international field. 
Unless we act upon our be¬ 
lief that we are civilized citi¬ 
zens, there is practically no 
chance of saving our civili¬ 
zation or the citizens 
thereof.

We talk about keeping our 
energy reserves for our¬ 
selves, but, If the USA econ¬ 
omy fails as a result of her 
industrial wheels not being 
oiled, ours will surely fail 
also. We are notorious for 
not Investing In. (and there¬ 
fore not developing) our own 
country and seemingly ob¬ 
ject to the Americans so 
doing. 

No doubt Mr. Carter would 
be more sympathetic to Is¬ 
rael If she had the oil re¬ 


serves her neighbors have! 

Let us not forget that it 
was a British proposal in 
1919 and later the U.S. A. and 
the United Nations that en¬ 
couraged and sanctioned es¬ 
tablishment of the state of 
Israel, and therefore It Is 
not entirely of her own mak¬ 
ing that she has become 
a “thorn" In everyone’s 
side. 

Let us not be fooled how¬ 
ever, that if Israel vanished 
overnight, all would be quiet 
on the western/eastern 
front! Oil Is the big Issue 
here and our neighbor to the 
south needs help. Can we not 
give It, or arc another three 
million Jews going to perish 
In order that America can 
"keep going" until other en¬ 
ergy sources can be found?

Dollar prop ‘gambling’ 


HALIFAX (CP) — An official of the Chase Manhat¬ 
tan Bank says (he Canadian government is gambling 
with taxpayers’ money In a vain effort to prop up the 
dollar at artifically-high levels. 

Dr. Martin Kreiger, Chase vice-chairman, said in an in¬ 
terview here Friday the use of millions of dollars to prop 
up the currency value of the dollar will have no long 
term effect on improving its value. 

“It’s counter-productive because it usds up taxpay¬ 
ers' dollars in order to shore up a currency for which fun¬ 
damentals indicate should be placed lower.” 

The spending of millions in currency reserves in order 
to strengthen the value of the dollar is more a reaction to 
political pressure than it is to economic reality, he said. 

The Canadian dollar always reacts to the U.S. dol¬ 
lar value in an opposite way to which it should, he said. 

"An independent outside event like Iran basically 
harms the American dollar." Dr. Kreiger said. 

"The American dollar should deteriorate against most 
other currencies and it does. 

“But it appreciates against the Canadian dollar. There 
is. something that is a bit puzzling about why there should be 
tfiiskiort of reaction." 

Dr. Kreiger said one explanation is that the two cur¬ 
rencies are considered interdependant but the market 
perceives Canada as having a slightly greater political

No boom 
but . . . 

TORONTO (CP) — Capi¬ 
tal investment has strength¬ 
ened in Canada but won’t 
reach the boon levels of 
1974-75 this year, the Bank of 
Nova Scotia said Friday in 
its monthly review of busi¬ 
ness conditions. 

The review said capital 
spending has held up better 
than may have been expect¬ 
ed through this period of 
economic and political un¬ 
certainty. 

Much of the momentum 
has been due to spending on 
energy-related projects. The 
fact that many factories are 
not operating at capacity 
has been "an important fac¬ 
tor restraining non-energy 
investment.” 

“In manufacturing, the 
slack that opened up after 
1973 has abated consider¬ 
ably over the last year and 
investment is now looking 
much stronger.’’ 

"With order books filling 
up and stock-sales ratios at 
low levels," the review said, 
"capital investment under¬ 
taken now will avoid future 
bottlenecks.” 

Hydrogen 
car costly 

TOKYO (AP) — Japanese 
researchers say a test car 
using liquefied hydrogen in¬ 
stead of gasoline reached a 
speed of 60 kilometres an 
hour, causing less pollution 
than conventional cars. But 
they said the fuel, consider¬ 
ed a future energy source, 
now costs 11 times as much 
as gasoline. Yoshiteru Eno- 
moto of Tokyo’s Musashi In¬ 
stitute of Technology, said 
the car was capable of 
reaching 120 kmh on a 
longer course.

The Ottawa centre is cur¬ 
rently handling in excess of 
2,000 requests for informa¬ 
tion each month — 15 per 
cent of those from British 
Columbia. 

The program was con¬ 
ceived in 1977, when 
Homer’s department inter¬ 
viewed about 5,000 Canadian 
businessmen and found that 
they knew little about fed- 
eral assistance programs. 


Horner said the centres 
will help businesses get In¬ 
formation on federal pro¬ 
grams and sendees, obtain 
information on industrial 
and trade topics of a general 
nature and arrange meet¬ 
ings — in Ottawa or in the 


regions — with government 
officers who can assist. 

"It should help business¬

DETROIT (AP) — Scott Neilson of New Westmin 
8 ter became the first athlete in the 15-year history of 
the NCAA indoor track and field championships to 
win the 35-pound weight throw three consecutive 
times, capturing the event Friday with a toss of 71 
feet, 5^ inches — the best in the world this 
. year. 

The throw by the 6-foot-5, 249-pound Washington 
synior surpassed the previous best of 71-5 by Ed 
Kania of Dartmouth at last month’s national AAU 
championships. The 6-5, 260jpound Kanid^ also a 
senior, was the runner-up fortWstjcond consecutive 
year, at 71-2',4. and his team-mate Ken Jansson made 
tjt a similar 1-2-3 finish of 19fe by taking third at 68-21* 
at the event held at Eastern Michigan University. 

(£ Neilson's winning heave was also’the second best 

■ in meet history, surpassed only by the 71-10by Jac¬ 
ques Accambray of Kent State in 1974. 

Later, grimly determined Renaldo Nehemiah, the 
sensational sophomore from the University of Mary¬ 
land. broke the meet record in the 60-yard high 
hurdles twice within an hour. 

The 19-year-old Nehemiah, trying to erase the 
embarrassment of a disqualification in a heat of last 
week’s meet for failing to clear the final hurdle, was 
' timed in 7.08 seconds in his trial heat, then was 
.docked in 6.94 for the quarter-finals. The semi-finals 
jjftnd finals will be run today. 

■ Nehemiah, the 1978 NCAA champion and the 
World's top-ranked hurdler, had equaled the meet 
record of 7.11 last year in a heat before winning the 
final in 7.16. The mark originally was set in 1976 by 
Larry Shipp of Louisiana State. 

Earlier this year, Nehemiah lowered the world in¬ 
door best in the 60-yard hurdles to 6.89 and set 
records in three other hurdles events.

WHA lays blame on Canadian clubs 

For merger failure 


From Coionitt win urvicto 
World Hockey Association 
president Howard Baldwin 
blames the three Canadian 
teams of the National Hock¬ 
ey League for the failure of 
a proposed merger between 
the two leagues. 

Baldwin said Friday he 
was very disappointed at the 
NHL board of governors’ re¬ 
jection of the merger plan 
Thursday in Key Largo, 
Fla., and accused the three 
Canadian NHL teams for 
creating the situation. 

“The three Canadian 
teams (Montreal Canadiens, 
Toronto Maple Leafs and 
Vancouver Canucks) look 
upon adding our Edmonton 
(Oilers), Winnipeg (Jets) 
and Quebec (Nordiques) 


franchises as a threat to 
their television revenue." 

He added that the WHA 
believes the merger would 
have increased television 
money in Canada, but the 
NHL never allowed the WHA 
to explain that position. 

“If there are to be any 
future merger talks, the 
NHL will have to come to 
us,” he added. 

Baldwin, who also is presi¬ 
dent of New England Whal¬ 
ers, said future WHA efforts 
would be to solidify its op¬ 
erations and expand by two 
teams in the 1980-81 season. 

He also said the league has 
formed an international 
committee to consider inter¬ 
locking play with European 
teams. w 

Ed Snider of Philadelphia 


Flyers was one NHL owner 
who voted for the merger. 

"There Is no reality in the 
National Hockey League,” 
said a deeply disappointed 
Snider, who as a proponent 
of the plan was at logger- 
heads with Toronto Maple 
Leaf owner Harold Ballard, 
a longtime champion of 
anti-WHA forces in the 
NHL. 

Several WHA managers 
warned the NHL that the 
voting down of the merger 
will increase the battles for 
available talent. 

Edmonton manager Larry 
Gordon said Oilers will be in 
a-war again for draft-age 


juniors , good talent from 
Europe and “maybe an un¬ 
derage junior." 

"We haven’t exactly been 
standing still in the last little 
while. We just signed the 
two best players on the Fin- 
' nish national team, we’ve 
got a top U.S. college 
forward at Binghampton on 
trial and we’ve talked to an 
underage boy. 


"Maybe now that we have 
(Wayne) Gretzky quite a 
few youngsters might come 
our way. We’re in good 
shape. We haven’t been 
caught with our pants 
down." 

Coach Glen Sather said 
the Oilers don’t really need 
the NHL. 

“Hockey's been so good in 
Edmonton this season that It 
wouldn't be any better if we 
were in the National Hockey 
League. 


“There are a lot of things 
to look at for the future and 
one of them could be an in¬ 
terlocking schedule with Eu¬ 
ropean teams. Obviously it’s 
a good thing we’ve done our 
work.” 

Goalkeeper Dave Dryden 
added: “I'm glad it’s cut and 
dried . . . and over with.

Canadian protests, carnival air at Whistler event 


WHISTLER, B.C. (CP) - 
Perfect spring skiing condi¬ 
tions and a carnival atmo¬ 
sphere eased a week of 
World Cup tension Friday at 
Whistler Mountain, although 
several Canadian skiers had 
' more than fun on their 
J minds. 

Some of the Canadians 
raced with the speed and 
? style of an official downhill 
run when they took part in 
“ an exhibition giant slalom, 
obviously their way of pro¬ 
testing that the scheduled 


World Cup downhill should 
not have been cancelled. 

Race officials called off 
the downhill Thursday — the 
last of 10 World Cup down¬ 
hills this season — because 
the course was considered 
unsafe. They replaced the 
downhill with an exhibition 
giant slalom which paired 
an international-calibre 
skier with a course worker 
in a team event. 

The exhibition race was 
won by Italian skier Gui- 
liano Giardini and Kent 
Wills, a Whistler local who is 


also a member of the British 
Columbia ski team. 

None of the skiers took 
Friday's event seriously as 
sunny skies prevailed for the 
fun event. 

Austrian Peter Wirns- 
berger was one example. He 
waited a full minute after 
his official start so he could 
ski side-by-side with Italian 
Herbert Plank. 

Several racers didn't wear 
an official racing bib, while 
others wore their bibs 
around their behinds rather 
than on the shoulders.

There was a serious mes¬ 
sage in the Canadians' ap¬ 
proach to the exhibition as 
Ken Read, Dave Irwin and 
several others skied the 
course without going 
through any gates. 

"I had to give the crowd a 
bit of a downhill," said 
Irwin, 24, of Thunder Bay. 
"That’s what they came 
for." 

Read, a 23-year-old from 
Calgary, said he "had to run 
the course at least once" 
and was about 10 seconds 
faster than some of the 
skiers who negotiated the 
giant slalom gates. 

He said he skied about 20 
kilometres an hour slower 
than he would have in a 
downhill race. Read didn’t 
even wear his racing hel¬ 
met. 

The World Cup race was 
cancelled after the official 
jury decided that safety net¬ 
ting at trouble spots on the 
course was inadequate for 
protection of the racers, who 
often reach speeds of 100 
kilometres an hour. 

The Whistler course had 
frozen hard and fast after 
three days of rain melted 
more than a metre of snow, 
exposing hazards beside the 
run. 

Canadian racers said the 
decision to cancel the race 
was made for political rea¬ 
sons rather than practical 

ones. 

Dave Murray, 25, of Ab¬ 
botsford, who learned to 
race here, was first down 
the giant slalom course Fri¬ 
day and later said a downhill 
race could have been run 
safely. 

Murray, Read, Steve Pod- 
borski of Toronto and Aus¬ 
trian Ulrich Spiess, were the 
only racers in the top-seeded 
15 who voted Thursday to 


take the first of three man¬ 
datory practice runs. Spiess 
changed his mind, however, 
after skiing Friday., 

“As I see it today, it would 
have been difficult to do all 
we needed for safety,” he 
said. “I think it’s better we 
didn’t run.” 

Peter Mueller of Switzer¬ 
land, declared the World 
Cup downhill champion 
after the cancellation, stood 
by his decision not to race. 
He said the course was in 
good shape, but “there’s no¬ 
where to fall.” 

"There are not enough 
nets,” he said. “If you fall, 
you fall on ice, in the trees.. 
. and you’re killed.” 

The Swiss were criticized 
Thursday after the cancella¬ 
tion — the national team 
coach was a member of the 
jury — because their high 
standings were insured 
when the race was called 
off. * 

Rumors that the Swiss and 
Italians had vetoed the race 
caused ill feelings among 
Whistler residents. 

Mueller said the criti¬ 
cisms were unfair and Mur¬ 
ray agreed. 

“I don’t. really think 
there’s any blame to be 
laid,” he said. "It was more 
a group thing — it’s hard to 
blame any team or individ¬ 
uals.” 

Nancy Greene Raine, the 
former women’s World Cup 
champion who served on the 
race committee, said the 
only thing unfair about the 
jury’s decision was that or¬ 
ganizers weren't given an 
extra day to try to improve 
the safety. She said the jury 
members probably con¬ 
sidered the Canadians in¬ 
tense desire to run the race, 
their first World Cup down¬ 
hill in Canada. 


“Normally, when It’s that 
dangerous, you take it slow. 
But those guys knew the Ca¬ 
nadians would take all sorts 
of risks." 

The cancellation marked 
the end of the downhill sea¬ 
son, the Canadians' most 
successful ever. With two 
wins in nine races — one 
each by Read and Podborski 
— the Canadians were sec¬ 
ond only to the Austrians 
who won three. 

Read finished tied for 
fourth place with Spiess in 
individual downhill stand¬ 
ings with 80 points, 29 behind 


Mueller. Podborski was 10th 
and Murray 11th. 

Though the downhills are 
finished, the Canadians still 
have a lot of skiing ahead.

work on our cars and 
trucks. 

But if every manufacturer 
and garageman agreed not 
to put a vehicle on the road 
until It had received Ralph 
Nader’s personal stamp of 
approval, we wouM still 
have serious road safety 
problems. 

This jtrings us to the whole 
matter of individual moral¬ 
ity. the personal responsi¬ 
bility of the driver for road 
safely, your responsibility 
and mine. A few years ago 
Roman Catholic authorities 
in France declared certain 
driving faults to be sins, 
sins which the faithful must 
confess. Among these sins 
are dangerous driving, ille¬ 
gal passing, and drunken 
driving. A spokesman for 
the French bishops said that 


these are all "sins ot 
pride". 

Think of how many driv¬ 
ing offences come from In¬ 
ordinate pride. Most of us 
are very proud of our driv¬ 
ing ability: one gets the im¬ 
pression that about 90 per 
cent of all drivers will admit 
that they are above average 
in driving ability. And a few 
drinks, of course, do en¬ 
hance one’s pride in one’s 
competence and judgment. 

Dr. Ernest Dlchter, a psy¬ 
chologist who specializes in 
what is called "motivation 
research" and who has 
taught automobile manufac¬ 
turers much about how to 
market their products, 
made this observation: 
"There is little doubt that 
the modern car is a power 
symbol. It Is an extension of

Lutherans join bush-pilot tribute 


IT WILL be a true "May" 
event this coming June In 
Alberta, as a church mis¬ 
sionary organization 

chooses a unique way to pay 
tribute to Canada's northern 
pioneers who did much hu¬ 
manitarian service at great 
personal risk. 

June 21, the 27th anniver¬ 
sary of the death of re¬ 
nowned Canadian aviator 
W.R. "Wop" May, has been 
chosen to re-enact the 
famous 1929 mercy flight 
made by May and Vic 
Horner from Edmonton to 
Fort Vermilion with a load 
of medicine for two dipth- 
eria-stricken northern com¬ 
munities. 

The event has been organ¬ 
ized by the Lutheran Asso¬ 
ciation of Missionaries and 
Pilots (L.A.M.P.) with the 
assistance of the May fam¬ 
ily, the Edmonton Flying 
Club and Canada's Aviation 
Hall of Fame. 

THE ORIGINAL mercy 
flight to deliver medical 
supplies needed to control 
an outbreak of diptheria in 
two remote northern com¬ 
munities was made Jan. 2-3, 
1929. The 1979 re-enactment 
summer date serves to high¬ 
light the daring and bravery 
of May and Horner In mak¬ 
ing the dangerous mid-win¬ 
ter flight in an open-cockpit 
biplane. 

Fifty years ago. In 1929. 
the news of the outbreak of 
diptheria in Little Red River 
took two weeks to reach Ed¬ 
monton. Two experienced 
“mushers" left Little Red 
River for Peace River on 
Dec. 18, 1928, arriving there 
Dec. 31. The 560-km. trip on 
the Peace River had taken 
the dogs and their drivers 14 
days to complete. 

The death of Hudson's Bay 
manager Albert Logan had

Little Red River, to send a 
request for diptheria anti¬ 
toxin as the lives of 130 In¬ 
dian people at Little Red 
River and 550 people at Fort 
Vermilion were endan¬ 
gered. 

AS SOON as Dr. Bow, 
chief medical officer for Al¬ 
berta, received the news, he 
contacted "Wop" May in 
Calgary and asked him to 
make the flight to Fort Ver¬ 
milion. Any means other 
than an airplane to transport 
the badly needed anti-toxin 
would be far too slow—and 
too late—for the people at 
Little Red River and Fort 
Vermilion. 

The only plane available 
was an open cockpit Avro 
Avian owned by Commer¬ 
cial Airways. It was readied 
for the 1040-km. flight to 
Fort Vermilion. 

If anyone could success¬ 
fully undertake the risky 
mid-winter flight, it was 
May. He had compiled a dis¬ 
tinguished record as a fight¬ 
er pilot in the First World 
War, having been In a dog¬ 
fight with the celebrated 
“Red Baron," Von Richtho¬ 
fen. and was a skilful bush 
pilot, having flown for years 
in the north. 

On Wednesday, Jan. 2, 
1929, Dr. Bow delivered the 
anti toxin wrapped in a 
blanket to the airplane. A 
charcoal heater kept the 20- 
pound package from freez¬ 
ing.

plane took off from Edmon¬ 
ton at 12:45 p.m. The pilots 
hoped to reach Peace River 
that afternoon. 

As they followed the E.D. 
and B.C. Railway, their 160 
km/hour, 75-horsepower 
plane was buffeted by 
strong headwinds and the 
two men decided to stop for 
the night at McLennan Junc¬ 
tion. They landed there sa¬ 
fety at 3:55 p.m. in failing 
light. 

At 9:40 a.m. Thursday they 
left McLennan Junction for 
the 30-kilometre trip to 
Peace River. Against head¬ 
winds, the short hop took 
almost an hour. 

After a brief refuelling 
stop made on the frozen 
river they took off on the 
last leg of their hazardous 
mission. Only their safe re¬ 
turn would be the news of 
success—or failure—of the 
mission. 

THE PEOPLE of Edmon 
ton waited. Soon many 
others across Canada joined 
their vigil. No word came 
and fears were raised. The 
Winnipeg-based Fokker was 
prepared as a back-up if 
no word was received by 
Monday, Jan. 7. 

It turned out that May and 
Horner had safely reached 
Fort Vermilion on Thurs¬ 
day, Jan. 3, and delivered 
their precious cargo. How¬ 
ever, they had a problem on 
the return flight home. 

Arriving back at Peace 
River Friday in tempera¬ 
tures of —30 degrees, they 
were delayed because of 
spark plug fouling caused by 
low-grade fuel obtained in 
Fort Vermilion. The two 
spent Saturday preparing 
the Avro Avian for its jour¬ 
ney back to Edmonton. 


While in Peace River, 
“Wop" heard his wife 
speaking by phone from Cal¬ 
gary to CJCA Radio In Ed¬ 
monton, the station broad¬ 
casting her call live on the 
air for him to hear. He re¬ 
plied by telegram. 

Edmonton was ready to 
give the men a deserved 
heroes’ welcome on their 
return to the city Sunday 
afternoon. They landed 
about 2 p.m. and were taken 
to an official reception 
where both men were pre¬ 
sented with gold watches 
for their gallant effort. 

THEIR MERCY flight 
was successful. No addition¬ 
al deaths resulted from the 
diptheria outbreak at either 
Little Red River or Fort 
Vermilion. 

The exact route flown in 
1929 will be followed in 1979, 
using a 40-year-old Fleet 
Finch open cockpit biplane 
powered by a 160 horsepow¬ 
er Kinner five cylinder ra¬ 
dial engine. The three pilots 
flying the bi plane and es¬ 
cort plane will be Denny 
May, son of “Wop” May, 
Russ Janzen, Edmonton 
Flying Club manager, and 
Rev. Les Stahlke, executive 
director of L.A.M.P. 

The purpose of the 50th 
anniversary Commemora¬ 
tive Flight Is twofold. 

Firstly, by recreating the 
1929 mercy flight, the brav¬ 
ery of the participants in 
risking their lives for their 
fellowman is remembered, 
as is the role of aviation in 
bringing life into the North. 

Secondly, the commemo¬ 
rative flight will assist 
L.A.M.P in its present min¬ 
istry in northern Alberta. 

JUST AS people and 
planes brought life Into the 
North 50 years ago, so 


L.A.M.P. today uses people 
and planes to enhance physi¬ 
cal. social and spiritual life 
in the North. 

L.A.M.P. invites the sup¬ 
port of 1,000 people to spon¬ 
sor the flight with a gift of 
$50 each, these gifts to be 
used in northern Alberta 
where one of the six 
L.A.M.P. pastor-pilots is 
based in High Level. 

Rev. Gerry Mitchinson 
files to northern Alberta 
communities visiting 
L.A.M.P. Christians-in-ser- 
vice and other northern 
Christians to assist them in 
sharing their help, love and 
faith. One community regu¬ 
larly visited is Fort Vermil¬ 
ion, where one L.A.M.P. 
Christian-in-service works 
as a nurse in the same hospi¬ 
tal serving the people there 
50 years ago. 

A SPECIAL memento will 
be prepared for each spon¬ 
sor of the flight. A com¬ 
memorative envelope will 
be carried on the flight for 
each sponsor and will be 
mailed from Fort Vermil¬ 
ion. 

The commemorative 
covers will follow the for¬ 
mat of early airmail covers. 
They will portray the flight 
with a rubber-stamped pic¬ 
ture and bear the signa¬ 
ture of the three pilots mak¬ 
ing the flight. Postage used 
will include the 27-year-old 
Canada Goose seven-cent 
stamp printed in 1952, the 
year of "Wop” May’s death. 
The covers will also bear 
serial numbers assigned in 
the order that sponsorships 
are received.

exerted behind-the-scenes 
Influence as a conciliator 
and as the man who had 
dally access to the pontiff. 

Villot was known for his 
quiet sense of humor and his 
preference for understate¬ 
ment. “Let’s not overdra¬ 
matize things," was one of 
his stock remarks. 

Vlllot’s health deteriorat¬ 
ed in recent years and he 
was unable to stand for long 
periods. He had given up 
smoking some time ago. 

When Pope John Paul II 
reappointed him secretary 
of state, he was reported to 


have accepted only on a 
temporary basis. 

Born in Salnt-Amant-Tal- 
lende in central France on 
Oct. 11, 1905, Villot was or¬ 
dained a priest at the age of 
25 and spent four years in 
Rome researching a doctor¬ 
al dissertation at the Vati¬ 
can library and studying 
church law. From 1934 to 
1959, he taught at the semi¬ 
nary of Clermont-Ferrand, 
his original French diocese, 
and later was appointed as¬ 
sistant to the Christian Stu¬ 
dent Movement. 

In 1939 he became a pro¬ 
fessor of moral theology at 
the Catholic University of 
Lyons and in 1942 vice-rec¬ 


tor of the university. He 
served as secretary of the 
French Bishops' Conference 
from 1950 to 1960. He was 
made a bishop in 1954 and 
worked as auxiliary to the 
archbishop of Paris. In 1959 
he was transferred to Lyons 
as coadjutor with right of 
succession to the archbishop 
of Lyons, France’s oldest 
see. 

During 1962-65, when Vil¬ 
lot served as one of the un¬ 


dersecretaries of the Vati¬ 
can II council, Pope Paul 
purportedly was impressed 
by his diplomatic skills in 
bridging differences be¬ 
tween opposing groups of 
bishops. 

In 1965, when Villot be¬ 
came archbishop of Lyons, 
Pope Paul made him a car¬ 
dinal and two years later 
called him to Rome to head 
the Congregation for the 
Clergy.

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Towing companies facing tighter controls

There are some Victoria bylaw 
changes in the wind that will place 
more rigid controls on towing com¬ 
panies which patrol private parking 
lots and remove vehicles displaying 
invalid tickets or no tickets at all. 

And for Aid. William McElroy, 
chairman of city council's traffic com¬ 
mittee, the changes can’t come fast 
enough. 

"I've once called towing companies 
vultures, but in retrospect I'm sorry to 


have used that term," McElroy told his 
colleagues Thursday at a meeting of 
council. 

"I was far too kind,” he added. 

His own opinion of towing com¬ 
panies, he says, is confirmed by the 
numerous complaints he receives from 
the public. 

Here is a list of the most common 
complaints, some of which, according 
to McElroy, border on illegal practices 
on the part of some towing firms. 

• Ticket spitters on private lots rec¬ 
ord no time of purchase and tow truck 


drivers often tow away vehicles on the 
assumption that the time has run out 
when, in fact, the vehicles are still 
legally parked. 

• Motorist have no proof of having 
purchased tickets, other than display¬ 
ing them on the dashboard and there 
have been complaints that tickets were 
removed by tow truck drivers and the 
vehicles towed away. 

• Some drivers remain near a vehi¬ 
cle whose ticket is about to expire and 
the moment it does, they tow it away. 

• When motorists feel their car has 
been illegally towed away, they are told 


they'll have to take the matter up with 
the manager who won't be in until the 
next morning, In which case there will 
be an additional $16 storage fee. 

All of which prompts McElroy to look 
forward to the day "when towing com¬ 
panies will be out of business." but until 
then, he hopes some tightening of the 
regulations governing towing firms 
might improve the situation. 

Those changes Include mandatory 
installation of timing devices which 
record the time of ticket purchase, 
provision of a grace period of at least 30 
minutes after time runs out before a 


vehicle can be towed away and the 
installation of dearly-legible signs 
stating the conditions of parking and 
listing the address and telephone num¬ 
ber of the lot where an impounded 
vehicle is held. 

McElroy also says he will insist that 
tickets have two parts, one of which the 
driver will keep in his possession so he 
can prove that he actually did buy a 
ticket. 

But even with those changes, 
McElroy won't be entirely happy. 

He doesn't like the fact that towing 


firms don’t accent cheques or credit 
cards. v 

"What do you doVhen you’re in 
Sidney with $10 in your pocket and your 
car has been towed away?” 

McElroy also would like to prevent 
towing firms from taking away vehi¬ 
cles on their own accord. 

"The owner of thfc lot should specifi¬ 
cally request the removal of a vehicle if 
it doesn’t display a valid parking 
ticket,” he says. 

“That way, the driver can hold the lot 
owner responsible If his car has been 
illegally towed away."

Officials of Campeau Cor¬ 
poration, owner of the Town 
and Country shopping 
centre, the developer, at¬ 
tended Friday's meeting of 
the advisory planning com¬ 
mission. 

First phase of the project 
would include a retail mall, 
a four-storey office building, 
food store, pedestrian tunnel 
linking it with the Town and 
Country, and a two-storey 
parkade. 

Office towers and apart¬ 
ment buildings are in the 
second phase and a hotel at 
the north end of the block is 
included in plans for the 
final phase. 

Council will meet in spe¬ 
cial session Monday to con¬ 
sider the commission report 
and decide whether a public 
hearing should be held 
March 26.

The union, representing 
about 400 Saanich inside and 
outside workers, demanded 
the assurance after mem¬ 
bers complained that the al¬ 
derman had taken it upon 
himself to supervise their 
daily work performance. 

In turn, Vantreight, chair¬ 
man of council's parks and 
recreation committee, 
asked for an apology from 
the author of a letter sent to 
him Monday by the local’s 
acting secretary, Martin 
Ramsden. No apology was 
forthcoming, however. 

Ramsden's letter said 
there were only two possible 
explanations for Van- 
treight’s conduct. 

One was that he is dissa¬ 
tisfied with the supervision 
now provided by manage¬ 
ment, in which case the rem¬ 
edy lay in the contract be¬ 
tween the corporation and 
the senior staff concerned. 

The other was that Van¬ 
treight is satisfied with such 
supervision but is “deter¬ 
mined to intrude into the 
sphere of the day-to-day 
labor relations."

He said the committee 
was “dismayed and incre¬ 
dulous at this lack of govern¬ 
ment interest," and would 
try to meet in the near fu¬ 
ture with Chabot to obtain 
cabinet support. 

He said the committee re¬ 
jects the view that park sta¬ 
tus for the island would 
"create a haven for hippies 
and vandals or an exclusive 
retreat for the elite of the 
boating public. .. . Though 
we note that the assessed 


value of $2.6 million for the 
1,783 acres places the price 
per acre at under $1,500, U is 
not and never has been with¬ 
in the committee's terms of 
reference to take a position 
on price." 

Lohrmann said a publicly- 
owned island would also be a 
natural tourist attraction. 

His committee has gath¬ 
ered public support, includ¬ 
ing donations, in an effort to 
buy the 1,783-acre Island for 
public use. 


‘Further strife likely in Iran’ 

Middle class will rebel against Islamic ways, says teacher

More turmoil, climaxed by counter-revolution, is the 
sad prediction for Iran by a Victoria-based teacher who 
recently left the troubled country via the Soviet 
Union. 

Maria Nanni, 26, who went to Iran 18 months ago to 
teach, said in an Interview Friday that the Iranians are 
unused to freedom and the country will probably be un¬ 
settled politically for several years. 

SHE DOESN’T THINK the conflicting views of 
various segments of Iranian society can be reconciled 
under the revolutionary Islamic regime of Ayatollah 
Ruhollah Khomeini because middle-class Iranians don’t 
want to be dragged back to Islamic ways, which include 
bans on women appearing bare-faced in public, alcohol 
and tobacco, and other freedoms taken for granted in 
western society. 

She feels the excesses that have been committed 
over the past six months in Iran were due to a desire for 
freedom, which united many dissident factions in a 
movement to rid the country of the despotic and corrupt 
Shah and his ruling clique. 

"In the days after Khomeini returned, there was 
an incredible sense of freedom, of a burden being 
thrown off. All the banned books that people had been 
talking about in undertones for years were suddenly on 
the bookstands and television was free and open, 
too.” 

ALL WESTERNERS, but particularly North Ameri¬ 
cans, took the brunt of the anti-Shah movement because 
It was the Shah's government which brought them Into 
the country In the name of progress. ft 

What riled many ordinary Iranians was that the 
expatriate elite seemed to be earning all the money and 
none of the benefits were getting down to the masses. 

"They even imported Korean laborers and paid 


them far more than local wages when there was 
unemployment among the people. 

"It was a progress superficially imposed on the Ira¬ 
nian people and one which saw technology brought in 
which many of them didn't understand and couldn't 
care less about." 

Miss Nanni said another thing that really upset some 
Iranians was that funds collected in Iran for earth¬ 
quake victims ended up with the Shah “who owned every¬ 
thing" and were never distributed to the needy. 

ALTHOUGH SHE LEFT in February £fter two 
months of life in precarious conditions, Miss Nanni said 
she hopes to go back to Iran "when things are more back 
to normal, perhaps In a year or so." 

Bom In Italy, she moved to Victoria with her parents 
at 314, and graduated from Mount View High School and 
University of Victoria with an education degree in 1975. 
She's currently staying with her parents and brother at 
the family home in Saanich, while considering her fu¬ 
ture. 

She taught at Quesnel for two years and applied for a 
Job with Stadler-Hurter, a Quebec-based pulp company, 
In 1977, to teach Canadian children at a pulp mill complex 
It was building near Rasht in northwestern Iran. 

EVERYTHING .WENT normally until September 
when the unrest In Teheran, the capital, spread and 
shortages of gasoline, propane and other fuels began. 
“There were lineups forthreedays for cooking fuel," she 
said. 

"Around November, the community—housed in a 
trailer camp near the plant—began getting threats: ‘If 
you don't go home, we will bum your trailers and kill you 
all'," she said. 

On Jan. 1, the Canadian embassy advised all Cana¬ 
dian personnel, especially those with families, to leave 
on an evacuation flight at 4 p.m. that day. Canadians 
were told the embassy would not be responsible for their 
safety after that time. Since the company—and the 


staff—had not been paid by the Iranian government, 
there was really no alternative for most. 

MISS NANNI, however, was friendly with an Iranian 
doctor and obtained a job teaching English to Iranian 
naval cadets at a nearby base,, so she decided to stay 
on, despite the difficulties. 

"We were escorted to the base by two tanks and a 
truck full of armed personnel, but still the bus was 
stoned," she said. “At this time, only the armed forces 
had any gasoline supplies left.” 

The job petered out soon afterwards, and she spent 
most of her time in an apartment near the university in 
Rasht, where the middle-class more readily accepted 
foreigners. 

“I would probably still be there If it wasn't for my 
father having a stroke," she said. "Communications be¬ 
came really poor, even between the Canadian em¬ 
bassy and Ottawa, and I had to come home to escape a 
sense of growing isolation and to assure myself he was 
all right. 

“Apart from a handful of agitators, the Iranian 
people are really warm and hospitable, although most of 
them are quite poor by our standards. But if you were 
Invited into their homes they would j ust lay on everything 
they had.” 

SHE RECALLED a night of terror when the secret 
police (SAVAK) building around the comer from her 
apartment in Rasht was burned down. 

"One night there was Just shooting all night long. We 
went down there the next morning and the rioters had 
strung four bodies up In the trees by their necks. They 
hud mutilated them and two bodies were on the 
ground." 

SHE MADE HER WAY out of Iran by obtaining a 
Russian visa and flew home via Moscow, where an 
overnight stop with a Canadian embassy official helped 
her realize "how lucky you are to live In a country like 
this."

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So, search out old cook¬ 
books and concentrate on 
boneless beef cuts that have 
been less popular in recent 
years. One good cut is bris¬ 
ket of fresh beef. It is waste- 
free, since it is boneless. If 
chosen carefully, it will 
have little fat. 

Leftover slices, hot or 
cold, make good sand¬ 
wiches. If there should be a 
small piece left, add it to 
your homemade vegetable 
soup about 45 minutes be¬ 
fore the soup is served. Cut 
the meat in small cubes and 
distribute among the soup 
plates or cups before adding 
vegetables. 

A 4-lo-6-pound brisket will 
serve six to eight persons, 
depending upon the menu 
and your plans for left¬ 
overs. 

A 6-to-8-pound piece, fre¬ 
quently a sale “special,” is 
plenty for eight to 10 people, 
with enough left over for 
Beef and Kidney Pie. 

Here is the recipe for 
boiled brisket of fresh beef. 
Always simmer the brisket 
over as low a heat source as 
possible to prevent shrink¬ 
age and loss of juices.

VANCOUVER (CP) — 
The proposed transfer of 
power over marriage and di¬ 
vorce to provincial from fed 
eral authority could create a 
Reno-type divorqe atmo¬ 
sphere in Canada, says a 
Vancouver lawyer.

At present, the provincial 
government's jurisdiction is 
limited to the solemnization 
of marriage. 

Ms. Nordlinger, chairman 
of the branch’s family law 
section, said in a news re¬ 
lease that the ramifications 
would be tremendous if 
there were to different di¬ 
vorce laws in Canada. 

She said that If a diVorce 
were more easily obtained 
in one province thaK' an- 
othcr. there would 1>e a 
travelling population, of 
those seeking divorce. 

Tremendous problems al¬ 
ready exist in enforcing 
orders for custody of "chil¬ 
dren. she said, and if there is 
no federal statute in this 
area, further jurisdictional 
battles will result.

Dear Dr. Ruble: What do 
you think about dental floss 
instead of a toothbrush? — 
Mrs. P.R. 

A question for a dentist, 
but I am told that flossing is 
a wonderful way to keep tiny 
bits of debris from dfling 
damage below the gumHne. 
Brushes are still to be used, 
so it’s not an either-or situa¬ 
tion. I’m told that softer- 
bristled brushes are being 
recommended these days. 
With them brushing can be 
done in a downward or up¬ 
ward direction toward the 
gumlines (with a gentle cir¬ 
cular motion). That accom¬ 
plishes some of the flossing 
effects. Some dentists em¬ 
ploy hygienists who give in¬ 
structions on how to floss 
and brush. Oddly enough, 
most people do it incorrect¬ 
ly 

Dear Dr. Ruble: I never 
use douches, but do use the 
vaginal sprays. They help 
some, but it seems they arc 
not enough protection 
against odor for me. Could 
you suggest something for 
me? I am getting desperate. 
— M.P. 

I might suggest you forget 
the sprays for a while to 
allow nature to do its thing 
unaided. Cleansing of the 
outer genitals is usually suf¬ 
ficient for most women un¬ 
less they want to smell like a 
perfume counter. Some may 
have to be more diligent 
than others. My second sug¬ 
gestion is to be examined for 
a possible infection. The 
sprays and douches can irri¬ 
tate delicate vaginal mem¬ 
branes and even create a 
problem that can lead to 
odor.

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In Finland, children can spin big wheels

HELSINKI, FINLAND - 
In Finland, grade schoolers 
can earn a “driver's li¬ 
cence." 

It doesn't permit them to 
tuke to the highways, of 
course — just to the streets 
of Children's Traffic Town. 
But in that town. It means 
the same things an ladult 
driver’s licence does. 

Children's Traffic Town 
was founded in 1958 in Hel¬ 
sinki. It is a street scene in 
,miniature. About the size of 
a football field, it is de¬ 
signed In a figure-eight, with 
' crossroads, crosswalks, 
child-sized traffic lights and 
one major intersection. 

It has police officers 


directing traffic, and It has 
traffic — a constant parade 
of kindergarten pupils 
through 13-yearolds. Some 
play pedestrians, others arc 
on bicycles or in small pedal 
cars. 

The cars were contributed 
by Shell Oil Co., Ford Motor 
Co. and Talja, the organiza¬ 
tion concerned with traffic 
safety in Finland. The city 
of Helsinki gave the land 
and storage building, and 
built the “roads." 

Children’s Traffic Town 
can accommodate 700 to 800 
young people a day. Classes 
are from 10 a.m. to 4 p.m. 
between September and 
May, when regular schools 
are in session. During the 
summer school vacations, 
children can come alone or 


with parents for practice 
driving. 

Teachers are city police 
officers who receive special 
training for the job. They 
are not trying to make the 
boys and girls crackerjack 
drivers for their adulthood. 
Instead, they aim to show 
youngsters how to act in the 
traffic they meet going to 
school and in their play 
time. 

Traffic Town works be¬ 
cause it is a fun place to 
visit. Puppets illustrate 
points, and there are films 
and slide shows. 

But the miniature town 
has a serious side, too. It is 
only when the youngsters 
can answer questions on 
traffic patterns and prob¬ 


lems that they are allowed 
to drive. 

At that point, each child 
gets about 45 minutes behind 
the wheel per visit. Every 
child's total driving time at 


the school must be at least 
two hours. 

At the conclusion of the 
course, youngsters may 
apply for a "driver's li¬ 
cence" that shows what they 


have learned — even though 
they won't be able to have a 
real driver’s licence until 
they are 18. 

Older children are offered 
one more goal. They can be¬ 


come assistant police offi¬ 
cers, helping direct the traf¬ 
fic of Traffic Town. For this, 
they are given the same in¬ 
signia the police instructors 
wear and a white belt. 


The Helsinki traffic school 
has been so successful that 
11 more have sprung up 
throughout the country. Still 
more are In the planning 
stages. 


Option must be open 
to pregnant women 



WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Electronic monitoring of 
labor and birth should be an 
option open to all pregnant 
women even though there 
may not be proven benefits 
for low-risk patients, a 
medical study group said 
this week. 

The group said that bene¬ 
fits of electronic fetal moni¬ 
toring (EFM) have been 
proven only for babies and 
mothers with high risks of 
complications. 

But it said the option 
should be there for parents 
or doctors who may choose 
it in low-risk situations. 
Critics say routine use of the 
procedures is unwarranted 
and drives up health care 
costs. 

EFM involves electroni¬ 
cally monitoring delivery so 


that doctors can intervene if 
problems arise. This can in¬ 
volve things like inducing 
labor or surgically removing 
the infant through Cae¬ 
sarean section. 

Experts estimate that 
about 60 per cent of all U.S. 
births are monitored elec¬ 
tronically. Many doctors are 
enthusiastic about the prac¬ 
tice, which has risen steadi¬ 
ly since the late 1960s, and 
consider the procedure 
necessary. 

The study group report 
was one of three presented 
at a consensus development 
conference sponsored by the 
U.S. National Institutes of 
Health. The conferences at¬ 
tempt to develop a consen¬ 
sus of .experts on medical 
questions that coul.d serve as 
informal guidelines.

For child tax credit, 
family income counts 


When diH's one plus one 
equal one? For purpuses of 
the new ehild tax eredit. 
ihe income of one husband 
added to Ihe income of one 
wife equals the income of 
one family. And if that fam¬ 
ily income totals $18,000 or 
less, the mother, or in some 
eases the father, will be eli¬ 
gible to claim the *200 eredit 
for each eligible child. 

The ehild tax credit, which 
Individuals can claim when 
they file their tax returns 
this year, is intended to sup¬ 
plement family allowance 
payments, and as such de¬ 
pends on the total family 
income involved. 

„„Kor married couples who 
were living together on De¬ 
cember :si of last year, that 
means the income of both 
husband and wife. If either 
.one had no income, or if 
either one incurred an in- 
.vome loss. Ihe person claim¬ 
ing the credit would enter 
nil in the space provided on 
the application form. Sched¬ 
ule 10. 

Individuals who are sin¬ 
gle, divorced, separated, wi¬ 
dowed or not legally mar¬ 
ried as of December 31 must 
include only their own in¬ 
come if they are claiming 
Ihe credit, in most cases the 
credit will be claimed by the 
mother, who is usually the 
person receiving the family 
allowance payments. If ihe 
* parents are living apart and 
, ”Jhc father had custody of the 


child, family allowance pay¬ 
ments may be made to the 
father and in these cases the 
credit may be claimed by 
him. 

For couples who married 
during the year, timing is 
critical from a tax point 
of view.' Only the spouse's 
income since marriage must 
be included in calculating 
family income. 

When calculating family 
income for purposes of the 
child tax credit it is the 
total net income of the 
spouses that is important. 
That is. the income after 
certain deductions, as deter¬ 
mined on page 2. line 41 of 
the income tax return. 

The net income of both 
spouses is transferred from 
line II of the income tax 
return to the application 
form. Schedule 10, which 
was sent out with the Janu¬ 
ary family allowance che¬ 
ques.

Carter says snags 
remain in mission 


ALEXANDRIA. Egypt (AP) - U S. 
President Carter toasted Egyptian Presi¬ 
dent Anwar Sadat on Friday as a partner in 
the quest for peace in the Middle East, but 
said there were "some differences remain¬ 
ing" in his effort to mediate a peace treaty 
between Egypt and Israel. . 

Amid the splendor of a state v banquet 
here. Carter praised Sadat as a leader 
beloved in his own land and In the United 
States as well. 

Neither side disclosed details of the re¬ 
maining problems. 

But it was learned that U.S. State Secre¬ 
tary Cyrus Vance will stay In the region 
for up to a week to try to settle the 
differences if there is no agreement, or to 
explain it to Jordan and Saudi Arabia if 
there is. 

“We still have some problems, obvious¬ 
ly," Carter said as he rode with Sadat on 


a slow-moving train from Cairo to this 
ancient Mediterranean city. 

"President Sadat genuinely wants 
peace, so do I. So does (Israeli) Prime 
Minister Begin. We don't know yet what 
will happen until we get through the 
talks." -* -• 

Sadat was more optimistic. “We're on 
the verge of an agreement," he said. 
“You can say that the signing of an agree¬ 
ment is not so far off at all. For my side I 
am doing my best." 

Meanwhile, a U.S. official held out the 
possibility that after Carter talks with 
Israeli officials he might return to Cairo on 
Tuesday if treaty agreement /seemed 
near. 

But the official added that Carter did 
not intend to get involved in extended 
shuttle negotiations. 
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Jordan presses 
curbs on Israel 

UNITED NATIONS (Reuter) — Jordan on Friday called 
on the Security Council to impose an immediate moratorium 
on “further Israeli colonization and expropriation of Pales¬ 
tinian and other” Arab land occupied by Israel. 

Opening a debate on the situation in territory occupied 
by Israel since the 1967 war.-Jordanian UN representative 
Hazem Nuseibeh said five council members should be sent 
to conduct an on-the-spot investigation and report back by 
May 1.

JERUSALEM (AP) — Is¬ 
rael awaits U.S. President 
Carter and word of what 
Egypt wants to make peace 
after a generation of con¬ 
flict.

Prime Minister Menachem 
Begin said Friday. "Israel 
has done its part." 


Begin made the remark 
Friday after briefing the Is¬ 
raeli leadership on the 
Washington talks which pro¬ 
duced new U.S. compromise 
proposals for a peace treaty 
and led to Carter’s media 
tion mission to Egypt and 
Israel. 

Reports from Egypt of 
problems in Carter's talks 


with President Anwar Sadat 
deepened the Israeli fear 
that it might be asked for 
more concessions. 

The Egyptians have made 
counterproposals to the 
U.S. ideas approved earlier 
by the Israeli cabinet as a 
means of ending the nego¬ 
tiations deadlock. Begin did 
not rule out further talks if

time schedule this week, re¬ 
placing at least three pro¬ 
grams introduced just 
weeks ago with three new 
comedy series, two hour- 
long dramatic series, a new 
music-variety hour and four 
mini-series. 

Given new life in the 
major schedule overhaul is 
Supertrain, the ultra-expen¬ 
sive action-mystery series 
which really never left the 
station after its introduction 
in February. 

“The concept of Super- 
train is one we have great 
confidence in," said Mike 
Weinblatt, president of NBC 
entertainment, in announc¬ 
ing the schedule shakeup. 
"After it is sent to the repair 
shop for a few weeks, it will 
come speeding back in a new 
time period.” 

Not as lucky as Supertrain 


in the overhaul are Little 
Women, which is cancelled, 
and Turnabout and Sweep- 
stakes, which are left in 
limbo—and without slots on 
the schedule.

Marvin was testifying for 
the second day in a lawsuit 
by Miss Marvin seeking $1.8 
million, an estimated half of 
his assets during the six 
years they lived together. 

As the judge pressed Mar¬ 
vin for details of other dis¬ 
cussions on money, the actor 
added another incident: "it 
was prior to the $50,000 offer 
that she said she'd like to go 
to Europe and reorganize 
her life... I agreed. 1 
thought it might be an excel¬ 
lent idea . . . and then she 
said it would take $ 10,000 or 
$15,000 a month to do it.” 

Asked his reaction, Mar¬ 
vin said: “I was no longer in 
agreement.’’

A 23-year-old woman was handed a five-month prison 
term by Judge Fred Green in Victoria provincial court 
Friday. 

Lora Petula Bethell, of 1682 Whiffln Spit, pleaded 
guilty Feb. 23 to a charge of breaking and entering and 
was remanded until Friday for a pre-sentence report. 

Bethell and another person were caught in the Medi¬ 
cal Arts Building. 1105 Pandora, about 12:20 q.m. Feb. 
21. after Victoria police were alerted by a silent alarm. 

The woman had a criminal history Including convic¬ 
tion Aug. 29. 1975 for breaking and entering, for which 
she was given seven days in jail and one year’s probation; 
Feb. 14, 1977 for trafficking in a restricted drug, for 
which she received a suspended sentence and another 
one-year probation term; and July, 1977 for theft over $200 
and wilful damage, for which she was given a second sus¬ 
pended sentence and year’s probation. 

Green said he would recommend the term be served 
at the Twin Maples rehabilitation facility and also placed 
Bethell on six months' probation. 


Judge William Ostler gave 19-year-old Michael Jo¬ 
seph Poulliotte, no fixed address, three months in jail 
and said he would recommend the time be spent at a 
forestry camp. 

Poulliotte pleaded guilty Feb. 15 to breaking into a 
suite at 528 Constance and was remanded for a pre-sen¬ 
tence report and sentencing. 

The break-in occurred Feb. 13 when Poulliotte used 
a knife to gain entry to the suite shortly after 11 a.m., 
went to a bedroom where he took about $860 worth of jew¬ 
elry before (he occupant awoke, forcing him to flee. 

lie was apprehended the following day by city police, 
and denied his involvment Initially but later admitted 
breaking into the apartment. He told police he was staying 
in another suite in the same block that night. 


A 23-year-old man who refused to elect his trial 
method had his preliminary hearing fixed for April 11. 

Edward Joseph Moore, no fixed address, was charged 
with three counts of breaking and entering in the Gordon 
Head area Feb. 20 and 23. possession of stolen property and 
uttering a forged document. 

After Judge Blake Allan denied bail Monday, Moore 
angrily threw papers across the courtroom. 

Friday morning, Moore refused to elect his trial 
method and, after Allan elected trial by judge and Jury on 
his behalf, asked what right the Judge had to do so. 

Moore then said he no longer recognized the court 
and began to return to the cell area. He became in¬ 
volved in a struggle with deputy sheriff Dave Stones 
before he was taken from the courtroom. 

In the afternoon. Moore did not utter one word while 
the date of his preliminary was being discussed. 


A preliminary hearing into a charge of first-degree 
murder against 19-year-old Tommy Ross Jr. was ad¬ 
journed until next Wednesday to find a date for contin¬ 
uation. 

The hearing was scheduled for one week but was 
not completed Friday afternoon. 

Ross is charged in the strangulation death of 26- 
year-old Janice Aili Forbes on Mother’s Day (May 15) in 
her Queens Avenue apartment. 


New family laws 
in force March 31 


B.C.'s new Family Rela¬ 
tions Act—which introduces 
the principle of equal shar¬ 
ing of family assets in the 
event of marriage break¬ 
down-will come into force 
March 31, Attorney-General 
Garde Gardom said Friday. 

The act, passed by the 
Legislature last year, also: 

• Makes the rights and in¬ 
terests of children the para¬ 
mount concern in court pro¬ 
ceedings. 

• Introduces a system of 
deferred sharing of family 

assets. 

• Establishes provisions 
for a marriage agreement 
wherein spouses can specify 
their own alternatives to the 
deferred sharing rule. 

• Clarifies liabilities for 
support and maintenance of 
parents, spouses and chil¬ 
dren. 

• Provides for automatic 
enforcement of mainte¬ 
nance orders. 

• Provides for the use of 
family advocates anfl fam¬ 
ily court counsellors. 

Gardom said the act is a 
milestone in the evolution of 
family law in B.C. 

“We have to recognize the 
frequency of marital break¬ 
down In our society. This act 
clarifies the rights and the 
obligations of everyone un¬ 
fortunate enough to be in¬ 
volved in the breaking up of 
a family,” he said. 

Aimed at easing the emo¬ 
tional and financial strain of 
marriage breakdown, the 
new law abandons the notion 
of fault in making court 
orders, focusing instead on 
the. .financial needs of 
spouses. 


The sharing provisions 
apply only after a break¬ 
down and must be fair to all 
concerned under the act. 
The B.C. Supreme Court is 
given discretion to reappor¬ 
tion family assets if equal 
sharing is judged to be un¬ 
fair in the light of circum¬ 
stances. 

The act incorporates four 
other family-law acts: Equal 
Guardianship of Infants Act, 
Extra-Provincial Custody 
Orders Enforcement Act, 
Family Relations Act, 1972, 
and the Unified Family 
Court Act. 

The Unified Family Court 
Act provided for the ap¬ 


pointment of a family advo¬ 
cate, who is a lawyer, to act 
In the best Interests of the 
children In family-related 
legal proceedings. 

The Extra-Provincial Cus¬ 
tody Orders Enforcement 
Act provided for the en¬ 
forcement of out-of-prov- 
ince custody orders in B.C. 
and seven other provinces to 
eliminate “child-snatching" 
by some spouses. 

The new act was intro¬ 
duced in 1977, tabled and 
circulated for opinion from 
interested parties before 
being passed unanimously 
last year. Official proclama¬ 
tion was at Thursday's cabi¬ 
net meeting.

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Death crash 
leads to jail 
for driver , 57 

An appeal for a severe sentence short of jail was 
rejected in Victoria County Court Friday by Judge 
M.L.T. Drake who sentenced John Michael Perey, 57, 
to six months for criminal negligence causing death 
in a traffic accident last summer. 

Perey struck two vehicles while driving his pickup 
Aug. 5 on Maddock Street and failed to make a right or 
left turn, instead driving straight onto the lawn at 3103 
Balfour striking Michael Bouchard, 23, who was just leaving 
the house with his girlfriend Heather Pringle, 21. 

Bouchard died four days later in hospital. 

Court was told the pickup then crashed into the 
house, doing $8,000 damage to the home and $7,000 dam¬ 
age to the pickup. Damage to the two vehicles struck 
earlier totalled $500. 

After being taken to hospital, Perey agreed to take a 
breath-alcohol test which produced readings of .24 and 

.25. 

Defence counsel Dermod Owen-Flood asked Drake to 
consider a very severe sentence including a very substantial 
fine, a nominal one day in jail and suspension of driving 
privileges because of exceptional circumstances. 

Several witnesses described Perey as kind, gentle, hard 
working, honest, truthful, generous and good natured who 
helped others. He had raised three children after his wife de¬ 
serted them when they were infants. One of them died in 
1955 after being struck by a speeding car. Court was also 
told he stopped drinking in December and regularly at¬ 
tends a program which helps alcoholics stay off drink. 

Drake, however, said he had to consider the question 
of deterrence and that was where the public interest 
lay. 

He said Percy's circumstances are excellent but he 
had to consider the circumstances of the offence. The 
conduct which led to the death of Bouchard was most 
gross and he couldn't see any mitigating factor.

M. V. Chesnut’s < 

Garden Notes 




The novice gardener, when he sets 
out to dig over the back garden, seems 
to think that digging is just digging, 
and he goes about it any old way. He 
slicks the blade into the soil — usually 
on the slant — lifts a shovelful of soil, 
and dumps it right back into the hole it 
came out of. 

This is all wrong on several counts. 
In the first place, it should be an 
inflexible rule that whenever any dig¬ 
ging is done, something should always 
be dug into the soil— preferably old 
rotted manure or ripe compost, but 
rather than losing this golden op¬ 
portunity for improving the soil tex¬ 
ture. you can use peat moss, lawn 
mowings, chopped straw, last fall's 
raked-up leaves, sawdust or what have 
you. Anything of an organic nature will 
improve the texture, the bulkier, the 
better. Sandy or gravelly soils be¬ 
come more moisture-retentive, while a 
close-textured, sticky clay soil Is trans¬ 
formed into velvety loam. 

Another point: In any large scale 
digging job, the gardener should al¬ 
ways work with an open trench in 
front of him. Only in this way can the 
job be done properly, with each spade¬ 
ful of soil inverted so as to bury the 
weeds and grass. 

The trick, then, is to start by taking 


out a trench as deep and as wide as 
your spade across one end of the 
plot to be dug over. What do you do 
with the soil thus excavated? Well, the 
book says to pile it in the wheelbarrow 
and trundle it down to the other end, to 
be used for filling In the last trench. 

This makes for an awful lot of 
wheelbarrow work, and altogether too 
much labor for a lazy gardener like 
me. My easy-going technique is to di¬ 
vide the plot to be dug over into two 
halves, lengthwise. 

I cut my first trench across the top 
of the first half, throwing the dirt over 
on to the second half. Then I dig steadi¬ 
ly down the first half and up the other 
half, winding up only a few feet from 
where I started, and where my pile of 
soil is waiting to be used for filling in 
the last trench. 

The trick in digging is to remem¬ 
ber to take It easy. Keep in mind 
that you have a lot of muscles which 
have been on a prolonged winter holi¬ 
day, and if you tear into the job like 
Superman, you’ll not only be pooped 
before the job is half finished, but 
you’ll be a sorry sight as you hobble 
into the office, all stiff and sore, on 
Monday morhing. 

Work with a quiet, unhurried 
rhythm, stopping for a breather every 


ten minutes or so. Keep the blade of 
your spade — or preferably, a long - 
handled shovel — vertical, thrusting if 
straight down to its full depth on each 
stroke. 

Take only a narrow bit of soil — il is 
a lot easier on your back when you lift 
it, and it isn’t so hard to keep your linp.' 
of work straight. Throw each shovelful 
well forward into your previous 
trench, using a slight twist of the wrist 
to invert the slice of soil, burying the 
weeds and grass, and always keeping 
an open trench In front of you. 

For the newcomer to gardening, 
until he masters the technique of tip¬ 
ping the slice of soil upside down with 
that tricky flick of the wrist, the 
safest plan Is to skim off a thin layer of 
weeds and grass, dumping them into 
the bottom of the trench. 

There is a mental trick, too, to 
successful digging. Try to get yourself 
into the mental attitude where you' 
have absolutely no concern how long it 
takes to get the job done. Time is no 
object, and it might take an hour, a 
day, or even a week — you couldcare 
less. 

You'll find that with this relaxed. 
I-don't-care attitude, the job will ac¬ 
tually go much more quickly than if 
you were rushing at it frantically io 
meet an imaginary deadline.

"For some time," writes 
Bryan Aleksich, "I have 
been searching for an ac¬ 
ceptable term that might re¬ 
place senior citizens and si¬

Troisieme docs have a 
softer sound that senior citi¬ 
zen, but perhaps that is only 
because it is new to our ears 
Once it came into wide use. I 
imagine, it would be found 
just as unsatisfactory as se¬ 
nior citizen. As soon as a 
euphemism's meaning is in¬ 
stantly understood, it is no 
longer a euphemism. No 
term that sets off old people 
as a class. I suspect, will 
ever be loved by them. For 
example, old people — 
which I have just used. 

Besides, there are enough 
French words and phrases 
in English already, and I 
hate to let more in. Our lan¬ 
guage is already over-per-

"One man bet another that 
he could introduce a new 
word into the English lan¬ 
guage in Just 21 hours. The 
bet was readily accepted 
and just as readily lost, for 
he who said he could, did. In 
just 24 hours. 

“The winner came up with 
a nonsensical word, just four 
letters. Quiz. He simply 
stayed up all night writing 
this word all over prominent 
buildings and walls and 
wherever, all over the city. 
The word made no sense; it 
was a mystery. So the news¬ 
papers wrote about it, and 
everyone talked about it and 
it stuck. . .so much for my 
memory, accurate or 
faulty." 

Aleksich's memory is 
pretty good. The story is 200 
years old, but the scene was 
Dublin, not London. The cul¬ 
prit, one John Daly, a Dublin 
theater manager, evidently 
deep in Irish whiskey, is said 


to have hired all the urchins 
of Dublin to do the job with 
chalk. The Oxford English 
Dictionary, which is some¬ 
times unduly skeptical, con¬ 
cedes that quiz may be “a 
fanciful coinage," but adds 
“it is doubtful whether any 
reliance can be placed on 
the anecdote of its invention 
by Daly, a Dublin theater 
manager,” 

But this is only a ''diver¬ 
sion, and does not help us 
find a better word for senior 
citizens. I don’t think wc 
ever will. For one thing, 
people who may be thought 
of by others as senior citi¬ 
zens arc far too different, 
one from another, to be ca¬ 
tegorized by a single 
phrase. 

As distasteful as senior 
citizens may be to many se¬ 
nior citizens, it may be pre¬ 
ferable to the several alter¬ 
natives. Old folks was all 
right when the lone of North 
America was set by the 
verses of Edgar A. Guest, 
but of course it won't do 
today. Folks don't live in 
spa-condominiums and 
drive RV's and spend more 
time in the air than geese. 
Elders sounds too biblical: 
seniors too collegiate; aging 
too meaningless (who 
isn't?), aged too aged and 
old too old. 

Often, when we need a 
new word, we find we al¬ 
ready have it, hidden away 
in slightly different form. 
Thus we already have words 


to differentiate between 
people of more than 60 
years, by decades: sexa¬ 
genarian for those in their 
60s; septuagenarian, 70s: 
octogenarian. 80s: nonage¬ 
narian, 90s; and centenar¬ 
ian, 100s. Thus, If we call a 
person a nonagenarian We 
know we are not talking 
about a senior citizen in his 
60s. 

Of course these six-syl¬ 
lable words are loo long and 
too Latin to be loved. So 1 
suggest trimming them 
down to catchy abbrevia 
tions. Why not sexos for 60 - 
year-old, seplos for 70-year- 
olds. and so on — octos. 
nonos and centos'? 

These words are shorl. 
plain, easy to say and cas' 
to remember. They’re as 
convenient as nickels and 
dimes, and would soon be 
come as familiar and as 
easy to handle. 

And if there were a need 
for referring to senior citi¬ 
zens as a group — encom¬ 
passing all ages over 60 — 
what's wrong with gen- 
erians? In other words a 
man of 82 is a generian; but 
more specifically, an octo. 

If anyone thinks these 
suggestions are frivolous, or 
unkind, I point out that I 
have recently become a sexo 
myself, and I rather like the 
sound of it. 

It goes especially good 
with Irish whiskey.

Premier says he’ll 
retire if new 
regime recognized 

SALISBURY (Reuter) — Rhodesian Prime Min¬ 
ister Ian Smith said Friday he would be willing to 
'resign if the United States and Britain recognize the 
black-dominated Zimbabwe Rhodesia emerging 
from next month's elections. 

In an interview with the BBC in Salisbury, Smith 
said lit- would like to retire but that such a move 
might weaken Rhodesia's negotiating positiun. 

Asked if he would be a candidate for white seats 
in next month's one-man, one-vote elections, he said: 
“Unless something dramatic happens that changes 
the situation and which indicates to me that the U.S. 
and British administrations are going to honor their 
obligations, it looks to me that is the way things are 
going. I would hope otherwise" 

Smith believed the United States and Britain 
were obliged to recognize the new Rhodesian govern¬ 
ment emerging from the April election because it 
embodies the principle of black rule both countries 
have demanded. 

“I'm hoping the British atu^ U.S. administrations 
will honor their commitments to us—their obliga¬ 
tions—and if so they will change their stance.'' 
Smith said. “But at the moment I can't bargain on 
that Unfortunately 1 can't take these people at their

LYDNEY. England (AP) — Foreign 
Secretary David Owen says Rhodesian 
white Prime Minister Ian Smith's de¬ 
cision to run in his country's first black 
majority, rule elections Is a “shattering 
blow” that might prolong the guerrilla 
war. 

Addressing a political meeting in Lydney 
on Friday, Owen said Smith, who is a 
symbol of “racialism and repression" to 
many Rhodesian blacks, might end up as 
war minister or even prime minister in a 
black-dominated government. 

Smith, whose government declared Rho¬ 
desia independent of Britain ip 1965 to head 
off black rule, said more than a month agu 
his decision whether to retire from politics 
would depend on Britain and the United 


States. He told the BBC in an Interview 
Friday he would run in the April 20 elec¬ 
tions unless the two countries “honor their 
obligations.” 

Smith was urging Western recognition of 
the first black government as the price for 
his leaving politics. 

The United States and Britain insist 
that any settlement in Rhodesia must 
involve black guerrilla leaders Joshua 
Nkomo and Robert Mugabe, who are 
opposed to the government and have 
stepped up their six-year war from bases 
outside Rhodesia. 

In March, 1978, Smith and three moder¬ 
ate black leaders agreed to form a biracial 
government aimed at ending nine decades 


of white-minority rule. Their agreement 
provides that whites will hold one-quarter 
of cabinet posts for at least five years and 
will maintain control of security forces. 

There are 230.000 whiles and 6.7 million 
blacks in Rhodesia. 

Referring to Smith's black colleagues in 
the transition administration, Owen said: 
"Today’s announcement... is a shattering 
blow to those who believed that by compro¬ 
mising with him on the constitution . 
they would finally be freed from any asso¬ 
ciation with him or his regime." 

Owen said the war would continue after 
the elections and Smith's continued pres¬ 
ence would make it more difficult to start 
peace talks with guerrilla chiefs. 


Predicting an even more bitter knd 
prolonged war if "nothing changed" after 
the elections, Owen said Smith should quit 
and use his departure to start peace 
talks. 

Smith's black partners in the trafisi 
tion administration have urged that';(ie 
quit before the elections. 

Smith, still a source of confidence to 
many of the country's dwindling and ap¬ 
prehensive white population, said Fridas 
he has not considered what Job he would 
take In the first black-dominated govern 
ment. 

"I am living from day to day," lie 
said.

Vietnam radio station had 
said Thursday the Chinese 
were withdrawing "very 
slowly and in very small 
numbers." But in two com¬ 
mentaries Friday, it said 
Chinese troops were actual¬ 
ly advancing and Peking 
was using its announce¬ 
ments of a pullout as “a 
smoke screen to prepare for 
new military adventures.'^ 

It was difficult to deter¬ 
mine whether the angry 
words from Hanoi were part 
of a propaganda ploy or re¬ 
flected the possibility of an 
outbreak of large-scale 
fighting. Some Western ana¬ 
lysts here said It was pos¬ 
sible that in some areas the 
two sides might have lost 
control of their troops. 

Vietnam, in its strongest 
statement in recent days, 
charged China was playing 
tricks by announcing its 
withdrawal Monday from 
Vietnam while it was merely 
rotating troops. 

And China accused Viet¬ 
nam, which had said it 
would allow Chinese troops 
to withdraw peacefully, of 
firing on the withdrawing 
Chinese. 

Indochina watchers here, 
who have noted the diffi¬ 
culty of getting accurate and 
timely information on the 
war, differed on the scale 
and nature of the fighting. 

This source said the Viet¬ 
namese appeared to be tak¬ 
ing an aggressive role, using 
long-range artillery in some 
areas and moving up equip¬ 
ment and soldiers by convoy 
to Lang Son. - 

Another Western analyst 
said the fighting was minor 
and that the Vietnamese 


were allowing the Chinese to 
withdraw peacefully. 

Radio Hanoi, meanwhile, 
reiterated that peace talks 
could not begin until all Chi¬ 
nese forces left Vietnam. 
There were no new reports 
from Japanese government 
officials who had said 
Thursday they were mediat¬ 
ing the dispute. 

One broadcast from Hanoi 
called the Chinese "worse 
than the French and Ameri¬ 
cans" and accused the sol¬ 
diers of burning homes, de¬ 
stroying communication 
lines and stealing every¬ 
thing in sight, “even 
women's underwear." 

The latest battle report 
from Hanoi said heavy 
fighting continued near the 
provincial capital of Lang 
Son on Thursday. Hanoi said 
the Chinese had blasted the 
city into rubble with artil¬ 
lery. 


I HAVE TREATED 
THE TORTURED 
— U.K. DOCTOR 

LONDON (Reuter) — A doctor interviewed for a 
television documentary on Northern Ireland has alw- s 
leged that perhaps as many as ISO persons have been 
beaten up and torturbd at Castlereagh interrogation 
centre in Belfast. 

Castlereagh is where suspected Irish republican 
guerrillas are questioned by security forces in Brit¬ 
ish-ruled Northern Ireland. 

Dr. Robert Irwin, a forensic medical officer in 
the health and sotial security department, said: , 
“Roughly 150 to 160 prisoners have shown them- - 
selves to me with injuries I would not be satisfied 
were self-inflicted" . 

He said in the interview to be broadcast by . 
British commercial television Sunday: "I have seen 
five ruptured eardrums and two injuries to bones of 
the forearms. 

"I have seen Joint injuries both to the wrist and to 
the little joints of the fingers, which have been 
caused by squeezing the hand or by twisting the 
fingers.” 

He added: “These are Injuries which could not he 
self-inflicted. Ruptured eardrums. I would say. being 
one of the most serious Injuries, could not possibly be 
self-inflicted" 

He said the prisoners had come to see him over a 
three-year period. 

The documentary team had invited Northern Ire¬ 
land Secretary Roy Mason, security police and the 
British army to take part in the program but they 
refused.

VANCOUVER (UPC) — Molotov cocktails were hurled 
through bank windows in both Vancouver and Langley 
Friday, raising to 22 the number of firebomb attacks in 
recent months despite offers of $35,000 in rewards for those 
responsible. 

A Bank of Nova Scotia branch in Langley. 50 miles 
east of Vancouver, was bombed about midnight, two 
hours before an identical attack on an east Vancouver 
branch of the Royal Bank of Canada, police said. 

Langley police said a beer bottle filled with gasoline 
fizzled out after being hurled through a window and caused 
only minor damage. A similar attack followed on the Royal 
Bank branch in Vancouver. 

Arson specialists attempted to determine if the two 
bombings were related. Police would not speculate on 
whether the two early morning attacks were done by the 
same bomber. 

The two latest attacks followed a pattern identical to 
other firebombings in recent months. In all the attacks, a 
brick has been thrown through a window followed by a 
gasoline-filled bottle with a lighted wi^k. police said. * 

Branches of every major bank in Vancouver have 
been hit by a Molotov cocktail since the attacks began 
late last year. 

Despite a $35,000 reward offered by the Canadian 
Bankers Association and a private individual, police said 
they are hampered by a lack of evidence. 

"It’s not that people aren't interested." Staff Sgt. Jack 
Crich said, but “a guy drives up, lights a wick and throws 
it through the window. There’s as much evidence as 
in a case of vandalism." 

Deputy Police Chief Tom Dickson said he believed 
many of the arsons were the work of “copycat" bombers 
impressed with the success of the first arsonist who po¬ 
lice described as a "possible pyromaniac with a grudge 
against institutions.” 

Besides the bank attacks, arsonists have also fire- 
bombed a private home, probation office, government 
office, supermarket, and a West Vancouver school.

U.S. to pour arms

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
President Carter has signed 
a waiver which will allow 
delivery of combat planes, 
tanks and armored person¬ 
nel carriers to North Yemen 
without congressional re¬ 
view, the U.S. state depart¬ 
ment said Friday.

WON’T BE A TOOL 
IN BIG-POWER 
GAME—N. YEMEN 

KUWAIT (AP) — The pro-West president of embattled 
North Yemen said in an interview published Friday 
that both Washington and Moscow are playing the "su¬ 
perpower game" in his remote corner of the Middle 
East and “we refuse to be turned into a tool." 

The Marxist-ruled South claimed, meanwhile, that 
North Yemeni troops suffered heavy losses in two new 
battles deep inside North Yemen. Thousands of Soviet 
specialists and Cuban troops were reported advising the 
southerners. 

Though the North Yemeni military relies on U.S. arms 
aid in the war, President All Abdullah Saleh chastised the 
U.S. for its recent statements that it would not hesi¬ 
tate to use military force to safeguard American inter¬ 
ests in the region. 

Such warnings “added fuel to the conflict's fire and 
constituted part of the superpower game," Saleh said 
r- ttMhe interview with the Kuwaiti newspaper Alrai Alaam. 

' The Kuwaiti newspaper Al Seya ssa reported Thursday 
that 2,700 Cuban troops and 300 Soviet advisers had been 
rushed to South Yemen from Ethiopia this week, rein¬ 
forcing an estimated 1,000 Soviet personnel already ad¬ 
vising the armed forces of the Marxist South. 

Saleh declared that South Yemen "is exploiting the 
dispute to serve an International strategy (hat aims to 
transform Yemen into an arena of dangerous super¬ 
power conflict." 

"We refuse to be turned into a tool in the hands of the 
United States or the Soviet Union," Saleh said. 

In Washington. U.S. officials said Saleh's statement 
apparently was aimed at cooling tensions by making 
an overture to the Soviet Union.

transfers to foreign coun¬ 
tries. But Carter felt that the 
situation in North Yemen 
was such that speedy deliv¬ 
ery of the weaponry was re¬ 
quired, said officials who 
asked not to be identified. 

“We will notify Congress

North Yemen has been en¬ 
gaged in a two-week border 
war with Marxist South 
Yemen. The fighting has 
continued despite a cease¬ 
fire call by the Arab League. 
South Yemen has controlled 
a portion of North Yemeni 
territory. 

The equipment involves 12 
F-5E jet fighter planes, 50 
armored personnel carriers 
and 64 tanks. The adminis¬ 
tration announced last week 
the dispatch of anti-tank and 
anti-aircraft weaponry to 
North Yemen. 

Congressman Benjamin 
Rosenthal said he is sur¬ 
prised by the administra¬ 
tion's move. 

"I'm very unhappy about 
it because it upsets the bal¬ 
ance in the Middle East (of 
Arab weapons against Is¬ 
rael’s), he said. 

However, the law giving 
Congress 30 days to veto any 
large U.S. weapons sale 
abroad says specifically the 
president can waive the con¬ 
gressmen's veto authority in 
an emergency. 

U.S. officials said North 
Yemen hasato pilots capable 
of flying F-5Es and probably 
will have to recruit pilots 
from elsewhere. One official 
said the United States will 
have no role in recruiting 
pilots for North Yemen. 


Seal-hunt protesters held

HALIFAX (CP) — Cana¬ 
dian authorities sent addi¬ 
tional police and fisheries 
officers Into the ice-covered 
Gulf of St. Lawrence Friday 
after a clash at daybreak 
with protesters who tried to 
thwart the annual Gulf seal 
hunt. Eight protesters ended 
up under arrest aboard the 
Canadian Coast Guard Ice¬ 
breaker Wolfe. 

The clash came on the eve 
of the official opening of the 
other section of the East 


Coast hunt today off the La¬ 
brador coast. 

The protesters, from the 
truwlor Sea Shepherd, had 
stolen out onto (he ice before 
dawn and were dyeing the 
pelts of newborn seals with a 
red stain when enforcement 
authorities moved In to ar- 
rest them. 

A fisheries spokesman in 
Quebec City said the eight, 
would be flown to Cap-aux- 
Mettles, Quo., on the Magda 
len Islands, to face formal 


charges when a magistrate 
could be flown there.

No ‘gift’ for Idi 

H-bomb plan 
barred 
from print 

MILWAUKEE, Wis. (AP) — U.S. District Judge 
Robert Warren on Friday issued a 10-day restraining 
order to stop publication of an article which the 
government claims “would help other nations devel¬ 
op thermonuclear weaponry and injure the United 
States." 

"I'd want to think a long hard time before I’d 
give the hydrogen bomb to Idi Amin,” Warren 
said, referring to the president of Uganda. "It seems 
to me that that's what we're doing. I realize that any 
prior restraint on the public comes into any federal 
court with a heavy burden." 

Warren held the hearing on a civil suit filed by 
the U.S. justice department against The Progessive 
magazine. 

THE JUDGE SAID HE sees a difference be¬ 
tween this case and that involving the New York 
Times and publication of the Pentagon papers. He 
said this case involves a statute prohibiting dissemi¬ 
nation of information about nuclear weapons. 

The judge set another hearing for next Friday. 

The justice department said the article, written 
by Howard Morland, is entitled "How a Hydrogen 
Bomb Works" and its publication "would increase 
the proliferation of nuclear weapons and thereby se¬ 
verely undercut the arms control and disarmament 
policies of the United States." 

But Erwin Knoll, editor of the magazine, said 
there had been no decision on when the article would 
appear and the title mentioned in the suit is 
incorrect. He would not say what the title is. 

DAY SAID MORLAND IS a freelance writer who 
wrote an article entitled “Tritium: The New Genie" 
for the February issue. He said Morland obtained 
.information for the article “through research but I 
can’t go into further details." 

Sidney Lens, a contributing editor of the maga¬ 
zine, said in Honolulu that Morland told him there is 
no classified material in the article. 

"The material was acquired from above-board, 
unclassified sources, from interviews with scientists 
and from Morland’s knowledge of physics," Lens 
said. 

"This is the pot calling the kettle black because 
the government promotes the sale of nuclear reac¬ 
tors to foreign countries," Lens added. "H-bombs 
are made from the waste of nuclear reactors.” 

DAY SAID HE FELT the article “will do a great 
deal to arouse public concern over the continued 
manufacturing of nuclear weapons” but declined to 
comment further on its content. 

The suit said the U.S. energy department, which 
is responsible for design and development of U.S. 
nuclear weapons, received a copy of the article Feb. 
27. with a letter from Day asking the department to 
"verify the technical accuracy of the information 
contained in the article." 

The suit cited an affidavit from John Griffin, an 
assistant secretary of the defence program in the 
energy department. 

“I have determined that a Significant portion of 
the manuscript contains Information which the laws 
require to be classified as secret restricted data,” 
Griffin's affidavit said. 


DOCTORS DIDN’T 
AND GIRL LIVES 

‘Never give 
up on kids'

Kimberley Vis, 3^, was by all accounts dead on Feb. 7 when a neighbor 
plucked her from beneath the ice of a ditch into which she had fallen near her 
Port Albemi home. 

She had spent, by that time, at least 15 minutes bepeatlr the water; some au¬ 
thoritative estimates say it was probably closer to 30 minutes. Il was about an¬ 
other 10 long minutes be-

fore resuscitation efforts 
could begin in the Port 
Albemi hospital, and 
more than eight hours 
before she arrived at 
Royal Jubilee Hospital in 
Victoria. 

At first, all the doctors 
in Port Albemi could tell 
her parents, Corrie and 
Patsy Vis, was that they 
hadn't given up hope. Then 
they reported that they had 
a heartbeat. Then she was 
breathing, with an artificial 
respirator. 

But the battle was far 
from won, and over the next 
few weeks, a multi-disci¬ 
pline team of physicians at 
Royal Jubilee watched as 
the youngster fought one 
battle and then another to 
hold onto life. They admit 
now that they were ready to 
give up on several occasions 
when the unconscious 
youngster—her brain 
starved for oxygen, her 
lungs filled with fluid and 
her kidneys stopped—ap¬ 
peared to have been lost. 

Even if her body survived, 
they knew that the chances 
her brain tissues could sur¬ 
vive as long as 40 minutes 
without oxygen were nil. No 
one on record has ever sur-

real fight for life began 


vived a cutoff of oxygen to 
the brain for longer than 
that. They were prepared 
to have a “vegetable” out 
of the experience. 

But what almost every 
doctor connected with the 
case calls a miracle hap¬ 
pened. Today Kimberley is 
not only conscious, but alert 
and speaking. Most remark¬ 
able of all, her memory, per¬ 
sonality and brain function 
appear to have been virtual¬ 
ly uttscarred. 

“1 think we all learned 
something from this,” Dr. 
John Green, a Royal Jubilee 
anesthetist, said Friday: 
“Never give up on kids.” 

Says another physician: “I 
have to say that it is a mira¬ 
cle that she survived. But 
that she could survive with¬ 
out brain damage, 
well...”

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Mother jailed indefinitely 
for walking dogs in park 


LONDON (Reuter) — Dog lover Mavis- 
Thornton was jailed Indefinitely on Friday 
for disobeying k ban on walking dogs in the 
parks of a Lancashire town. 

A High Court judge in London sent the 
mother of six to jail, saying she had 
deliberately flouted a ruling by the Bum- 
ley Town Council which banned dogs from 
local parks because their droppings spread 
diseases. 

The Judge said Mrs. Thornton had made 
it clear she Intended to continue to disobey 
the law and walk her dachshund and two 
terriers in Burnley parks. 


He said: "I warned her of the conse¬ 
quences of this attitude but unfortunately 
she has not retreated from it.” 

He told her: "I very much hope that in a 
short lime you will realize H Is misguided 
and that the court will be in a position to 
release you." 

Leaders of the Burnley Dog Owners' 
Action Committee said Friday they plan 
a silent vigil outside Prime Minister James 
Callaghan's official residence, 10 Down¬ 
ing Street, to protest the ban and the 
imprisonment of Mrs, Thornton.

Neilson writes 
track history 

DETROIT (AP) — Scott Neilson of New Westmin¬ 
ster became the first athlete in the 15-year history of 
the NCAA indoor track and field championships.to 
win the 35-pound weight throw three consecutive 
times, capturing the event Friday with a toss of 71 
feet, inches — the best in the world this 
year. 

The throw by the 6-foot-5, 249-pound Washington 
senior surpassed the previous best of 71-5 by Ed 
Kania of Dartmouth at last month’s national AAU 
championships. The 6-5, 260-pound Kania, also a 
senior, was the runner-up for the second consecutive 
year, at 71-254, and his team-mate Ken Jansson made 
it a similar 1-2-3 finish of 1978 by taking third at 68-214 
at the event held at Eastern Michigan University. 

Neilson’s winning heave was also the second best 
in meet history, surpassed only by the 71-1041 by Jac¬ 
ques Accambray of Kent State in 1974. 

Later, grimly determined Renaldo Nehemiah, the 
sensational sophomore from the University of Mary¬ 
land, broke the meet record in the 60-yard high 
hurdles twice within an hour. 

The 19-year-old Nehemiah, trying to erase the 
embarrassment of a disqualification in.a heat of last 
week’s meet for failing to clear the final hurdle, was 
timed in 7.08 seconds in his trial heat, then was 
clocked in 6.94 for the quarter-finals. The semi-finals 
and finals will be run today. 

Nehemiah, the 1978 NCAA champion and the 
world's top-ranked hurdler, had equaled the meet 
record of 7.11 last year in a heat before winning the 
final in 7.16. The mark originally was set in 1976 by 
Larry Shipp of Louisiana State. 

Earlier this year, Nehemiah lowered the world in¬ 
door best in the 60-yard hurdles to 6.89 and set 
records in three other hurdles events. 

Simpson seeking divorce 

SANTA MONICA. Calif. (AP) — O.J. Simpson, pro 
football's most highly paid player, has sued for 
divorce from his wife Marguerite. The divorce peti¬ 
tion was filed in Santa Monica Superior Court by 
Simpson's counsel, Leroy B. Taft, court records 
showed Friday. 

Simpson was at work on a movie and was not 
available for comment on the divorce action, filed 
Feb. 21. Mrs. Simpson also was not immediately 
available for comment. 

Simpson, 32, earns more than $900,000 a year as a 
running back with San Francisco ’49ers of the Na¬ 
tional Football League. He was benched due to 
injuries for much of the last two season. While with 
Buffalo Bills. Simpson set the NFL single-season 
record for rushing of 2,003 yards.

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CHURCH CHRONICLES 


IT WILL be a true ‘‘May" 
event this coming June in 
Alberta, as a church mis¬ 
sionary organization 

chooses a unique way to 
pay tribute to Canada's 
northern pioneers who did 
much humanitarian service 
at great personal risk. 

June 21, the 27th anni¬ 
versary of the death of re¬ 
nowned Canadian aviator 
W.R. "Wop" May, has been 
chosen to re-enact the 
famous 1929 mercy flight 
made by May and Vic 
Horner from Edmonton to 
Fort Vermilion with a load 
of medicine for two dipth- 
erta-strieken northern com¬ 
munities. 

The event has been or¬ 
ganized by the Lutheran As¬ 
sociation of Missionaries 
and Pilots (L.A.M.P.) with 
the assistance of the May 
family, the Edmonton Fly¬ 
ing Club and Canada's Avia¬ 
tion Hall of Fame. 

THE ORIGINAL mercy 
flight to deliver medical 
supplies needed to control 
an outbreak of dipthcria in 
two remote northern com¬ 
munities was made Jan. 2-3. 
1929. The 1979 re-enactment 
summer date serves to high¬ 
light the daring and bravery 
of May and Horner in mak¬ 
ing the dangerous mid-win¬ 
ter flight in an open-cockpit 
biplane. 

Fifty years ago, in 1929, 
the news of the outbreak of 
diplheria in Little Red River 
took two weeks to reach Ed¬ 
monton. Two experienced 
"mushers" left Little Red 
River for Peace River on 
Dec. 18, 1928, arriving there 
Dec. 31. The 560-km. trip on 
the Peace River had taken 
the dogs and their drivers 14 
days to complete.

Little Red River, to send a 
request for diptheria anti¬ 
toxin as the lives of 150 In¬ 
dian people at Little Red 
River and 550 people at Fort 
Vermilion were endan¬ 
gered. 

AS SOON as Dr. Bow, chief 
medical officer for Alber¬ 
ta, received the news, he 
contacted "Wop" May in 
Calgary and asked him to 
make the flight to Fort Ver¬ 
milion. Any means other 
than an airplane to transport 
the badly needed anti toxin 
would be far too slow—and 
too late—for the people at 
Little Red River and Fort 
Vermilion. 

The only plane available 
was an open cockpit Avro 
Avian owned by Commer¬ 
cial Airways. It was rea¬ 
died for the 1010-km. flight 
to Fort Vermilion. 

If anyone could success¬ 
fully undertake the risky 
mid-winter flight, it was 
May. He had compiled a 
distinguished record as a 
fighter pilot in the First 
World War, having been in 
a dog-fight with the cele¬ 
brated "Red Baron," Von 
Richthofen, and was a skil¬ 
ful bush pilot, having flown 
for years in the north. 

On Wednesday, Jan. 2, 
1929, Dr. Bow delivered the 
anti-toxin wrapped in a 
blanket to the airplane. A 
charcoal heater kept the 20- 
pound package from freez¬ 
ing.

took off from Edmonton at 
12:45 p.m. The pilots hoped 
to reach Peace River that 
afternoon. 

As they followed the E.D. 
and B.C. Railway, their 160 
km/hour, 75-horsepower 
plane was buffeted by 
strong headwinds and the 
two men decided to stop for 
the night at McLennan Junc¬ 
tion. They landed there sa¬ 
fely at 3:55 p.m. in failing 
light. 

At 9:40 a.m. Thursday they 
left McLennan Junction for 
the 30-kilometre trip to 
Peace River. Against head¬ 
winds, the short hop took 
almost an hour. 

After a brief refuelling 
stop made on the frozen 
river they took off on the 
last leg of their hazardous 
mission. Only their safe re¬ 
turn would be the news of 
success—or failure—of the 
mission. 

THE PEOPLE of Edmon 
ton waited. Soon many 
others across Canada joined 
their vigil. No word came 
and fears were raised. The 
Winnipeg-based Fokker was 
prepared as a back-up if no 
word was received by Mon¬ 
day, Jan. 7. 

It turned out that May 
and Horner had safely 
reached Fort Vermilion on 
Thursday, Jan. 3, and de¬ 
livered their precious cargo. 
However, they had a prob¬ 
lem on the return flight 
home. 

Arriving back at Peace 
River Friday in tempera¬ 
tures of —30 degrees, they 
were delayed because of 
spark plug fouling caused 
by low-grade fuel obtained 
in Fort Vermilion. The two 
spent Saturday preparing 
the Avro Avian for its jour¬ 
ney back to Edmonton. 


While in Peace River, 
“Wop" heard his wife 
speaking by phone from Cal¬ 
gary to CJCA Radio in Ed¬ 
monton, the station broad¬ 
casting her call live on the 
air for him to hear. He re¬ 
plied by telegram. 

Edmonton was ready to 
give the men a deserved 
heroes' welcome on their 
return to the city Sunday 
afternoon. They landed 
about 2 p.m and were taken 
to an official reception 
where both men were pre¬ 
sented with gold watches for 
their gallant effort. 

THEIR MERCY flight was 
successful. No additional 
deaths resulted from the 
diptheria outbreak at either 
Little Red River or Fort 
Vermilion. 

The exact route flown in 
1929 will be followed in 1979, 
using a 40-year-old Fleet 
Finch open cockpit biplane 
powered by a 160 horsepow¬ 
er Kinner five cylinder ra¬ 
dial engine. The three pilots 
flying the bi plane and es¬ 
cort plane will be Denny 
May, son of "Wop" May, 
Russ Janzen, Edmonton 
Flying Club manager, and 
Rev. Les Stahlke, executive 
director of L.A.M.P. 

The purpose of the 50th 
anniversary Commemora¬ 
tive Flight is twofold. 

Firstly, by recreating the 
1929 mercy flight, the brav¬ 
ery of the participants in 
risking their lives for their 
fcllowman Is remembered, 
as is the role of aviation in 
bringing life into the North. 

Secondly, the commemo¬ 
rative flight will assist 
L.A.M.P in its present min¬ 
istry in northern Alberta. 
JUST AS people and planes 
brought life into the North 50 
years ago, so L.A.M.P. 


today uses people and planes 
lo enhance physical, social 
and spiritual life in the 
North. 

L.A.M.P. invites the sup¬ 
port of 1,000 people to spon¬ 
sor the flight with a gift of 
$50 each, these gifts to be 
used in northern Alberta 
where one of the six 
L.A.M.P. pastor-pilots is 
based in High Level. 

Rev. Gerry Mitchinson 
flies to northern Alberta 
communities visiting 
L.A.M.P. Christians-in-ser- 
viee and other northern 
Christians to assist them in 
sharing their help, love and 
faith. One community regu¬ 
larly visited is Fort Vermil¬ 
ion, where one L.A.M.P. 
Christian-in-service works 
as a nurse in the same hospi¬ 
tal serving the people there 
50 years ago. 

A SPECIAL memento will 
be prepared for each spon¬ 
sor of the flight. A com¬ 
memorative envelope will 
be carried on the flight for 
each sponsor and will be 
mailed from Fort Vermil¬ 
ion. 

The commemorative 
covers will follow the for¬ 
mat of early airmail covers. 
They will portray the flight 
with a rubber-stamped pic¬ 
ture and bear the signature 
of the three pilots making 
the flight. Postage used will 
include the 27-year-old Can¬ 
ada Goose seven-eent stamp 
printed in 1952, the year of 
"Wop” May’s death. The 
covers will also bear serial 
numbers assigned in the 
order that sponsorships are 
received.

Quilter sews up honors

When you've just won an international award, you 
have every right to crow about it. 

Nanoosc Bay resident Joan Arial recently received 
word from New York that she is one of two B.C. quilters, and 
only one of four Canadians, to be awarded a top internation¬ 
al award for excellence in quilting. 

In all about 50 North American quilters had their 
work judged to be of such high standard to be honored 
by the Anthony Dichesere Company of New York. 

In addition to Mrs. Arial. a quilter from Langley, 
one Albertan and two from Ontario were the only Canadians 
to have their quilting selected from among the many 
hundreds, thousands possibly, whqjfntered the international 
contest. 

Mrs. Arial's entry resembled a whale and was appro¬ 
priately dubbed Ballenas, a common name in the Nanoose 
Bay area of B.C 

Normally quilters who enter international compe¬ 
titions have been at their craft for a number of years 
before feeling sufficiently confident to go up against 
the very best others have to offer. 


A relative novice to the art, Mrs. Arial made her 
first stitch just under five years ago. 

Quilting, at the time, was not entirely foreign to 
her as her good friend and quilting confidant Flo Conconi of 
Parksville had been (and still is) conducting classes and 
Joan Arial used to sit in, more out of curiousit.v than desire 
to join in. 

Her first endeavor once she threw off the bounds 
of hesitancy was, she recalls, less than award-winning. 

However, she stuck with it and with the assistance 
of her mentor, Mrs. Conconi, and her classes, mas¬ 
tered the craft to the point where she knew she had to 
submit her work, the Ballenas. 

Quilters will recognize that when submitting work 
for judging only one square is forwarded, not the entire 
quilt. 

Next up for award-winner Joan Arial is the first-ever 
quilter workshop set for Parksville at the end of April. 

She and others of the Quilt House Quilters of Parksville 
are looking forward to a most successful two-day get-to¬ 
gether, where quilters from many Vancouver Island and 
B.C. mainland communities will be able to meet and 
exchange ideas and learn from the experiences of others. 


Proposed marina stirs 
waves on Mayne Island

It looks as though Bennett Bay on Mayne Island is 
going to have a marina after all. 

Development can begin at any time, despite two 
years of opposition by local residents and environmenta¬ 
lists. 

This week the land management branch in Nanaimo 
issued a water lease to Pinchin Holdings Ltd., owners 
of the Mayne Inn, for approximately 1.73 acres of 
Water Lot 560 adjoining their property. 

The conditions of use set out in the lease indicate con¬ 
struction of a wharf for boat moorage "incidental to the 
operation of the hotel on the adjacent upland." 

R. J. Brunning of the land office has confirmed that 
the lease had been granted for the use originally intend¬ 
ed, that is, commercial. » 

He said the lease covered an area approximately 345 
metres by 29 metres and that the moorage would ex¬ 
tend about 185 metres with side floats. 

John Rich, chairman of the Islands Trust commit¬ 
tee. stated, however, that regardless of what the lease 
allows, use must still conform with existing local 
bylaws, which stipulate private use only. 

A letter will be sent by the trust to Pinchin, emphasiz¬ 
ing that contravention of the bylaw could mean that Pin¬ 
chin would be taken to court. 

Rich pointed out that last September, following a 
trust decision to turn down Pinchin's request for com¬ 
mercial zoning, trustees began drafting a new bylaw, 
which would permit limiting of commercial use. 


The proposed bylaw was intended specifically to 
allow strict monitoring of the extent and use of any 
wharf put in Bennett Bay. 

The proposed bylaw was subsequently tabled when 
Pinchin indicated that he would be satisfied with pri¬ 
vate zoning. 

The trust then turned its attention to defining a "pri¬ 
vate wharf.” 

Nothing more was heard until last Monday, when the 
lease was issued. 

As a result of the lease, the Islands Trust has re¬ 
solved to reconsider the tabled bylaw and bring it to 
public hearing as soon as possible. 

According to John Rich, it could be about a month 
until the hearing. 

Pinchin’s lawyer John Coates disputes both the 
trust's jurisdiction over a water lease and the bylaw's 
power to overrule the conditions of the lease. 

But the trust’s lawyer is adamant that the bylaw has 
precedence in zoning and thus in determining the fa¬ 
cility’s use. 

Apart from the basic controversy of development vs. 
the environment, another issue is being pushed forward 
by the Bennett Bay dispute. 

It is the definition of the Islands Trust's powers in re¬ 
lation to other governing bodies. 

Since Pinchin's lease has been issued despite repeat¬ 
ed requests by the trust and its Capital Region Board 
predecessor not to do so until the question of zoning had 
been settled, the Islands Trust is faced with the problem 
of re-establishing its credibility as an effective body. 


Nanaimo council 

Travelling show 
now catching on

NANAIMO — Aldermen 
and the audience alike 
warmed up to the idea of 
travelling city council meet¬ 
ings here this week, when a 
regular council meeting was 
held in Harewood. 

About 60 area residents 
attended the meeting in 
Georgia Avenue school, and 
aldermen complied by pro¬ 
viding some of the heated 
debate that has been a hall¬ 
mark of city hall council 
sessions. 

During the question period 
following the meeting, 
Harewood residents wanted 
to know about litter control, 
drainage ditches and dog 
control. 

Residents were told that 
the litter problem, especial¬ 
ly when it involved rats, was 
being worked on by the Cen¬ 
tral Vancouver Island 
Health Unit as well as the 
city and the regional dis¬ 
trict. 

Aid. Jack Little of 
Harewood outlined the re¬ 
quests he has made to coun¬ 
cil for drainage ditches to be 
replaced by storm sewers, 
and Aid. Nelson Allen out¬ 
lined possible future 
changes in dog control 
laws. 

The council voted this 
week to release some $1.7 
million in projects from its 
provisional budget, to allow 
the public works department 
to start 1979 projects, as well 
as to keep from 15 to 20 staff 
members from being laid 
off. 

The work was recom¬ 
mended to council by the 
works and utilities commit¬ 
tee. 

Included in the funds re¬ 
leased was $20,000 for con¬ 
sultants to study two inter¬ 
sections — 

Wall-Bowen-Comox-Mach- 
leary and Northfield-Bound- 
ary-Highway 19. 

Also okayed was $200,000 
for streets programs on 
Boundary, Estevan, Finlay- 
son and Boundary intersec¬ 
tion. 

Storm sewer projects 
were okayed in the areas of 
Poplar Street, Waddington 
Road, Bush, Drake, Rainer 
and Robson streets. Those 
jobs are estimated to cost 
$237,500. 

Also approved was $500,- 
000 for local improvement 
storm sewer projects. 

Water projects estimated 
to cost $281,000 were given 
the okay. These included 
surge relief valves on Zorkin 
Road, Front and Arena 
streets; watermains on Tra¬ 
lee Road; fencing at Tower 
Reservoir; watermain, Sev¬ 
enth street; down-stream re¬ 
pairs, Number One reser¬ 
voir; and watermains on 
Lark Crescent, Samia Road 
and Howard Avenue. 

Other funds released in¬ 
cluded $299,200 for transpor¬ 
tation services; $60,000 'for 


1979 portion of integrated 
services and $154,650 for 
capital improvements to 
public works facilities. 

Another set of committee 
recommendations approved 
this week came from the 
general government com¬ 
mittee and dealt with recent 
labor problems with the 
city’s Canadian Union of 
Public Employee workers. 

-The committee recom¬ 
mended, and the council 
concurred, that when a posi¬ 
tion becomes vacant, the 
labor relations committee 
shall evaluate whether the 
position is required and 
whether the position re¬ 
quires reclassification. 

If reclassification is re¬ 
quired, then the city's col¬ 
lective agreement with the 
union will be followed. 

The labor relations com¬ 
mittee will also study the 
qualifications and ability of 
the applicants for the vacant 
position. 

In another recommenda¬ 
tion to council, the general 
government committee said 
that city staff should pre¬ 
pare a report on government 
subsidized projects involv¬ 
ing no more than 10 people 
that could be planned by the 
city for summer employ¬ 
ment. 

That recommendation, 
which was approved, would 
deal only with special 
projects and will follow 
guidelines agreed to with the 
union. 

The question of night 
lighting at the city's Cassidy 
Airport will be delayed yet a 
bit longer. 


PORT ALBERNI (CP) — 
Two provincial cabinet min¬ 
isters are getting involved in 
a forest dispute at Mac¬ 
Millan Bloedel Ltd. opera¬ 
tions in the Port Alberai 
area of Vancouver Island. 

Nearly 400 employees 
have been off the job since 
earlier this week because 
they oppose demands by the 
B. C. Forest Service that 
government scalers be used 
at the company's Sarita and 
China Creek dryland sorting 
grounds. 

The International Wood¬ 
workers of America wants 
its members to do the scal¬ 
ing. 

Don Munroe, chairman of 
the labor relations board, 
said Thursday In Vancouver 
that Labor Minister Allan 
Williams and Forests Minis¬ 
ter Tom Waterland will 
meet with representations 
of the IWA, B.C. Govern¬ 
ment Employees Union, 
MacMillan Bloedel and 


The council agreed this 
week to table the tenders 
and engineer's recommen¬ 
dations it has received for 
the night lighting work until 
Aid. Ray Brookbank, chair¬ 
man of the general govern¬ 
ment committee, returns 
from holidays. 

Seven tenders were sub¬ 
mitted for the night lighting 
work, with the lowest bid 
being that of Canem Sys¬ 
tems, for $149,900.67. 

The city’s consulting en¬ 
gineer recommended that 
the job be given to Canem, 
which was only slightly 
lower than F.J.R. Equip¬ 
ment which bid $150,443. 

The fact that the tenders 
were complicated, in sev¬ 
eral parts, and that F.J.R.

led to the move to table the 
decision until Brookbank, 
who has been primarily in¬ 
volved in the airport com¬ 
mittee work for several 
years, returns. 

Other airport matters 
may lead to a special com¬ 
mittee meeting to discuss 
only airport business. In¬ 
cluded would be the problem 
of tall trees near the airport 
that would create a problem 
with night-flying and the 
idea of a load limit for the 
airport runway. 

A confusing report and in- 
camera session at last 
week's Auncil meeting re¬ 
sulted in a motion to deny 
senior staff reports to the 
media this week. 

Aid. Jack Little said that 
he had been the "goat of the 


Forest Industrial Relations, 
which negotiates, for forest 
companies. 

The board has not issued a 
cease-and-desist order in the 
dispute, hoping the parties 
can solve the problem. 

Munroe also said there 
will be be a meeting Sunday 
in Port Albemi so workers 
at the Cameron and Sarita 
divisions can discuss the 
dispute.

Fortunately , February was ‘short month ? 


DUNCAN — "The best that could be said for 
February in the Cowichan Valley is that it was a short 
month." 

That was Canada Employment Centre manager 
John McCulloch's assessment of the Cowichan Valley 
employment and unemployment situation during the 
month of February. 

He said Weather conditions throughout kept the 
logging industry partially closed down, and other in¬ 
dustries in the area were also reporting low levels of 

activity. 

However, McCulloch said, there was a number of 
announcements concerning new developments, includ¬ 
ing a $1 million mall, a new motel at Lake Cowichan and 
consideration of a farmer's market in Duncan. 

In agriculture, the Duncan Farm Labor Pool re¬ 
ported a slow month, with only four regular aQd 38 
casual placements made. 

The dairy industry continues to be the major user 
of the pool's services and the source of most permanent 
employment opportunities. 

Concerning construction, McCulloch said building 
permits for January and February for the municipali¬ 
ties of Duncan and North Cowichan totalled almost $1.S 
million, up considerably from the same period last 
year. 

In addition, he said, the Cowichan Indian Band an¬ 
nounced a $1 million shopping centre would be built on 
reserve land next to the Duncan Plaza and Mall. 

B.C. Tel states it plans to spend $600,000 on cable 


projects in the Duncan area during 1979, with other ex¬ 
penditures related to the conversion to electronic 
switching also projected. 

A grant to the regional district to fund a profile 
study was announced. 

The result of the study will hopefully encourage 
further development of industry in the valley. 

McCulloch said: “Thinning and spacing crews were 
temporarily halted on several occasions by heavy 
snow, but otherwise were operating with full crews. 

“Fifty per cent of the logging labor force is still on 
layoff due to weather conditions, and additional short 
closures took place during the month as storms deposit¬ 
ed heavy snow at higher elevations. Weather permit¬ 
ting, all operations hope to be back to normal winter 
production levels by mid-March.” 

Referring to sawmills, McCulloch said: “Good mar¬ 
ket conditions have kept most mills operating at ca¬ 
pacity, though one small mill currently has 25 planer 
employees on temporary layoff and a shortage of 
logs at another mill has caused a layoff of approxi¬ 
mately 60 workers." 

One shake-and-shlngle mill currently has 25 em¬ 
ployees (one shift) on layoff and another is shut down 
completely. 

A shortage of suitable cedar logs Is reported to be 
the cause. 

Other smaller mills in the area are working at 
normal levels. 


Normal production is reported for pulp and paper 
throughout February. 

Real estate continued to be very slow-moving, and 
though there appeared to be a significant number of po¬ 
tential buyers and an adequate supply of new and 
used units, few sales were finalized during February. 

“Insurance, especially auto, enjoyed a very brisk 
demand, though too much of it was crammed into the 
last two weeks of February. “Turnover of labor In 
this sector was minimal, with only one or two place¬ 
ments being made under our Job Experience and 
Industrial Training Programs,” McCulloch said. 

McCulloch blamed “increasing interest rates added 
to all the other inflationary aspects," as the probable 
cause of a rather slow month for most banks and 
financial establishments. 

“Collections are becoming more of a concern, 
though this problem will moderate as the logging 
Industry returns to normal employment levels,” he 
said. 

He said the retail Industry continues to experience a 
reasonable level of activity and with the possible excep¬ 
tion of the automotive section, Is generally happy with 
the year to date. Employment is remaining stable, 
with almot no turnover being reported. 

Reporting on the service industry, McCulloch said 
B.C. Tel's new warehouse and equipment yard Is now 
in operation in the Industrial park. 

A number of other new developments in the park 
are now either finished or in the final stages. 


McCulloch said the new developments include a 
glass distributor, heavy duty repair shop and others, 
total ling 12 businesses now located in the industrial 
park on the Koksilah Flats. 

A local machine shop has purchased an adjoining 
property and is converting it into a shop to handle the 
rebuilding of heavy equipment such as tractors and 
shovels. 

McCulloch said: “The success of our new commu¬ 
nity centre plus the provincial thrust in the tourist 
Industry field are among the factors contributing to 
optimism In our local hospitality Industry.” 

He said a new motel proposed for the Lake Cowi¬ 
chan area plus at least two more in the Cowichan Bay 
area are the first two physical indications of activity 
contributing to the hospitality Industry's enthusiasm. 

Some changes of ownership of local restaurants 
during the past few months are also Indicative of a 
thrust toward developing a viable tourist trade In the 
valley.

An appeal for a severe sentence short of jail was 
rejected in Victoria County Court Friday by Judge 
M.L.T. Drake who sentenced John Michael Perey, 57, 
to six months for criminal negligence causing death 
in a traffic accident last summer. 

Perey struck two vehicles while driving his pickup 
Aug. 5 on Maddock Street and failed to make a right or 
left turn, instead driving straight onto the lawn at 3103 
Balfour striking Michael Bouchard, 23, who was just leaving 
the house with his girlfriend Heather Pringle, 21. 

Bouchard died four days later in hospital. 

Court was told the pickup then crashed into the 
house, doing $8,000 damage to the home and $7,000 dam¬ 
age to the pickup. Damage to the two vehicles struck 
earlief totalled $500. 

After being taken to hospital, Perey agreed to take a 
breath-alcohol test which produced readings of .24 and 

.25. 


Defence counsel Dermod Owen-Flood asked Drake to 
consider a very severe sentence including a very substantial 
fine, a nominal one day in jail and suspension of driving 
privileges because of exceptional circumstances. 

Several witnesses described Perey as kind, gentle, hard 
working, honest, truthful, generous and good natured who 
helped others. He had raised three children after his wife de¬ 
serted them when they were infants. One of them died in 
1955 after being struck by a speeding car. Court was also 
told he stopped drinking in December and regularly at¬ 
tends a program which helps alcoholics stay off drink. 

Drake, however, said he had to consider the question 
of deterrence and that was where the puWic interest 
lay. 

He said Perey’s circumstances are excellent but he 
had to consider the circumstances of the'offence. The 
conduct which led to the death of Bouchard was most 
gross and he couldn’t see any mitigating factor.

College gets $7.6 million 
for Lansdowne revamp

The provincial, govern¬ 
ment gave Camosifn College 
$7.85 million Thursday to¬ 
ward construction and reno¬ 
vation at the college’s Lans- 
downe campus, but the 
ministry's decision to quib¬ 
ble over $300,000 next door 
could put the whole project 
in jeopardy. 

Unless the government 
extends its generosity to the 
Greater Victoria School 
Board, the college may be 
unable to gain the use of the 
school board’s administra¬ 
tive centre, crucial to the 
college’s own planning. 

Victoria MLA Sam Bawlf 
was on hand at a Camosun 
College board meeting 
Thursday to read a telegram 
from Education Minister 
Pat McGeer announcing ap¬ 
proval for the $7.65 million 
loan. 

The main project will be a 
190,000 square-foot multi¬ 
purpose building which will 
house laboratories, class¬ 
rooms, offices, a cafeteria, 
a lecture theatre, and a 


bookstore. Some renova¬ 
tions will also be done on the 
existing buildings on the 
site. 

The $7.65 million brings to 
$12.75 million the total 
amount which the education 
ministry has given the col¬ 
lege in just over a year, 
Bawlf said. Another $1.5 
million was used to purchase 
the Lansdowne campus 
from the University of Vic¬ 
toria and $600,000 went to¬ 
ward pressing renovations 
and preliminary planning 
for the multi-purpose build¬ 
ing. 

Bawlf extended congratu¬ 
lations on behalf of himself, 
the government, and of two 
of the area's three other 
MLAs, Lyle Kahl and Hugh 
Curtis. 

The board gave approval 
in principle to plans and 
drawings of the multi-pur¬ 
pose building as outlined by 
architect Terrence Wil¬ 
liams. but it affirmed its 
intention not to proceed with 
the actual construction of 
the building until the ques- 
tion of the school board 


buildittgs is firmly re¬ 
solved. 

The school board-owned 
Paul Building and annex, 
adjacent to the Lansdowne 
campus, have about 40.000 
square feet which the col¬ 
lege needs to meet its re¬ 
quirements on the Lans- 
downc campus. The school 
4)oard has agreed to sell 
them to the college for what 
it will cost the school board 
administrative offices to 
move to. and renovate, an 
empty warehouse on Cecilia 
which the school board 
owns. 

It estimates the cost of 
that move at about $1.1 mil¬ 
lion, but the ministry has 
offered only to approve $855,- 
000, its estimate of the value 
of the buildings involved. 

The school board has since 
then decided to sit tight un¬ 
less the ministry improves 
the price, and that could 
cause serious problems for 
Camosun. 

If Camosun can’t get the 
Paul Building and the media 
centre next door, it will have 
to construct the additional 


space on the Lansdowne 
campus, board member 
Bruce Winsby noted. Based 
on the costs of the multi-pur¬ 
pose building, that would 
come to about $2.5 million, 
considerably more than the 
cost of paying the school 
board to move. 

Board member Curtis 

Purden said the ministry 
should be told that its failure 
to obtain the school board 
property for the college 
could stop the whole 

project. 

Mark Fisher, also a 
Greater Victoria school 

trustee, said it was unfair 
for the ministry to pay the 
University of Victoria $4.5 
million for the Lansdowne 
campus and then to offer the 
school board only $800,000 
for its property next door, 
particularly since school 
district taxpayers will be 

asked to make up the differ¬ 
ence. 

"We have to tell the minis¬ 
ter to get off the pot and 
fund this thing in an appro¬ 
priate way." 


Musicians, hawkers 
win council support

Play away musicians, 
sell your hearts out, ice 
cream, sausage and pea¬ 
nut vendors, Victoria city 
council is finally on your 
side—well, for the time 
being. 

Two separate proposals 
which would have banned 
hawkers from the Govern¬ 
ment Street Causeway and 
severely curtailed the acti¬ 
vities of street musicians 
went down the chute Thurs¬ 
day. 

The decision not to inter¬ 
fere with the status quo 
came as a surprise to some 
members of council, since 
both recommendations had 
come from the committee 
level. 

Just last week, council's 
Group A committee recom¬ 
mended that street musi¬ 
cians be limited to groups of 
two. The city's anti-noise 
bylaw was to be amended to 
ban anything larger than a 
duo. 

That recommendation had 
been triggered by a com¬ 
plaint from Gillian Wads¬ 
worth Minifie who has an 
office on Broad Street. She 
told the committee in a let¬ 
ter that the noise created by 
the musicians was too much 
to bear. 

Mayor Michael Young, 
who vigorously supported 
the proposed limitations on 
street musicians at the com¬ 
mittee level, told council 
Thursday that the recom¬ 
mendation would be difficult 
to enforce. 

He quoted city solicitor 
Jakob de Villiers as saying 
‘‘What on earth am I sup¬ 
posed to do with this?” when 
he saw the proposal. 

No sooner were the street 
musicians let off the hook 
than the matter of hawkers 
came up for a decision. 

The plan was to ban hawk¬ 
ers from the Causeway and 
allow between seven and 10 
of them to set up stalls at the 
city-owned Ocean Cement 
site. />£, 

But Aid. William Tindall 
admitted that on some days, 
there would be no hawkers 
allowed at all, because the 
site might, for instance, be 
occupied by a beer garden. 

Aid. John Hayes was the 
first to go to the defence 
of the hawkers. 

He said it was time council 
stopped pouncing on every¬ 
thing that added a little 
color and life to the city. 

“A city is not a sterile 
thing. It's a living, breathing 
entity," Hayes said. 

Those remarks brought 
him loud praise from Aid. 
Robin Blencoe. 

“Congratulations. I'm 
glad you’re back (Hayes 


was in hospital for some 
time). It’s great to have a 
little support again,” Blen¬ 
coe said. 

When Tindall pointed out 
that the vendors had caused 
quite a bit of litter on the 


Causeway last summer, 
Blencoe launched an attack 
on “some multi-national 
corporations which cause a 
lot of litter, too, and don't 
get any interference from 
us.” 


The hawkers and the mu¬ 
sicians will be safe this sum 
mer, but the mayor warned 
ominously that “the prob 
lem won’t go away and we 
will still have to deal with 
it.”

An elderly woman died in an 
apartment suite fire in Victoria 
Thursday night, a Victoria fire 
department spokesman said, in 
what was the city’s first con¬ 
firmed fire fatality of the year. 

The fire was confined to the 
woman’s suite, on the second floor 
of the three-storey April Manor 
apartments at 2530 Wark Street in 
Victoria. The suite was heavily 
damaged by smoke and fire. 

The alarm was received about

He’s circling continent by sail 

This journey's not for adventure alone 9

. Had Real Bouvler lived 400 years 
ago. he might have become another 
Jacques Cartier. 

: HAVING BEEN BORN into 1946 
Quebec with a love for adventure and 
discovery, Bouvler could only hope to 
detrace some of the daring journeys 
that marked th? history of North 
America. 

: He hasn’t done badly at that. 

Bouvler is on his way to becoming 
tjie first person to. circumnavigate 
North America in a sailing ship, the 
J.E. Dernier II. 

THE JOURNEY, which when com¬ 
pleted will have taken four summers, 
has seen Bouvler and a crew of five 
dall from Lachine, Que., the port 
from which which many famous ex¬ 
plorers set out, to the coast of Green¬ 
land, on to the fabled North West 
Passage, to the Arctic and then south 
to Victoria. 

He was to leave Victoria this 
iporning for San Francisco, Los An¬ 
geles. the coast of Mexico, through 
Jie Panama to Jamaica, Cuba, and 
Ijien north to New Ylork) Halifax and 
Eventually L'Islet, Que Ja small port 
down 40 miles east of Quebec City. 
’Standing in the tiny.cabin of his 
15-foot cutler, anchored, below the 
government Street Causeway, the 


tall and lanky Bouvier- looked the 
part of the adventurous explorer, his 
rugged face nearly hidden by a 
dark, bushy beard. 

BUT HE QUICKLY dispels some of 
the romantic notions of adventure his 
voyage might trigger in the mind of a 
reporter searching for an angle, for 
some hair-raising incident, some 
close call, some death-defying as¬ 
pect of his exploration. 

"You can’t go on a journey like this 
for adventure alone," he said. 

The rough life at sea, the loneliness 
of the ocean, the adventure of sail¬ 
ing, he said, weren't enough to sus¬ 
tain a crew of five for four months in 
extremely cramped quarters. 

"You would get on each other’s 
nerves very quickly,” he said. 
"There are only so many things to be 
enjoyed." 

SO WHAT ELSE can a crew of five, 
do on a journey such as this? 

Gather scientific data, shoot film, 
collect plant species, in short, con¬ 
duct a scientific exploration. 

To that effect, McGill University 
and the University of Quebec pre¬ 
pared several scientific programs 
for the expedition, and the crew 
was selected for special knowledge in 
some field or other. 

All told, eight persons crewed for 
Bouvier during the first three sum¬ 
mers of his voyage, including a 


physician, an architect, interested in 
Arctic housing, a geologist who spe¬ 
cialized in gathering plant and rock 
samples, several cameramen and an 

ecologist. 

BOUVIER’S UNUSUAL approach 
didn’t start there. When he first 
planned the voyage, the lack of 
money was an acute problem. Hav¬ 
ing worked as a journalist for La 
Presse for 12 years, he said, had 
enabled him to make some good con¬ 
tacts which came in handy. 

He scrounged everything he need¬ 
ed. A steel company, the president of 
which he had met during his travels 
as a reporter, was talked into provid¬ 
ing 10,000 pounds of steel for the 
construction of the vessel. 

A shipbuilding firm constructed 
the Bernier II free of charge. The 
province of Quebec donated the sails, 
the city of Lachine contributed some 
cash, and the National Film Board 
lent him cameras and other pho¬ 
tographic equipment. 

AND FINALLY, the Arctic Insti¬ 
tute of North America backed the 
venture, not financially, but by giv¬ 
ing it official sanction. 

Bouvler left Lachine in July, 1976 
and spent the summer at the coast of 
Greenland, but returned to Montreal 
four months later. 

In the summer of 1977, he set sail 
again. This time, he made it through 


the North West Passage where he 
met the Coast Guard vessel Cam- 
sell. 

BOUVIER HAS some choice com¬ 
ments about the Coast Guard. 

"Here we were, a Canadian ship in 
the North West Passsage and the 
Camsell anchored no more than 500 
feet away from us. They didn't even 
acknowledge us in a radio communi¬ 
cation. You'd expect them to invite 
us aboard for dinner, nothing,” he 
said. 

The Bernier II wintered in the Arc¬ 
tic while Bouvler flew to Montreal to 
give some lectures of his journey 
and process some film footage, 

THIS SUMMER, the circumnavi¬ 
gation will be completed and Bouvier 
hopes to arrive at L'Islet on Aug. 
18. 

Upon his return, the cutter will be 
donated to the Lachine Bernier Mu¬ 
seum which hopes to use it as a 
training vessel for young people. 

And speaking of Bernier, Bouvier 
Is very proud of the name he chose 
for his vessel. 

J.E. Bernier, born in 1858, has been 
credited with establishing Canadian 
sovereignty over the Arctic as a re¬ 
sult of three voyages he made into 
the Arctic in 1906,1908 and 1910. 

"It was Bernier who extended Can¬ 
ada's frontier across the Arctic to the 
North Pole," Bouvier said.

WON’T BE A TOOL 
IN BIG-POWER 
GAME—N. YEMEN 

KUW AIT (AP) — The pro-Wesl president of embattled 
North Yemen said in an interview published Friday 
that both Washington and Moscow are playing the "su¬ 
perpower game" in his remote corner of the Middle 
East and "we refuse to be turned into a tool." 

The Marxist-ruled South claimed, meanwhile, that 
North Yemeni troops suffered heavy losses in two new 
battles deep inside North Yemen. Thousands of Soviet 
specialists and Cuban troops were reported advising the 
southerners. 

Though the North Yemeni military relies on U.S. arms 
aid in the war. President Ali Abdullah Saleh chastised the 
U.S. for its recent statements that it would not hesi¬ 
tate to use military force to safeguard American inter¬ 
ests in the region. 

Such warnings "added fuel to the conflict's fire and 
constituted part of the superpower game." Saleh said 
in the interview with the Kuwaiti newspaper Alrui Alaam. 

The Kuwaiti newspaper A/ Seyassa reported Thursday 
that 2.70(1 Cuban troops and 300 Soviet advisers had been 
rushed to South Yemen from Ethiopia this week, rein¬ 
forcing an estimated 1,000 Soviet personnel already ad¬ 
vising the armed forces of the Marxist South. 

Saleh declared that South Yemen "is exploiting the 
dispute to serve an international strategy that aims to 
transform Yemen into an arena of dangerous super¬ 
power conflict." 

"We refuse to be turned into a tool in the hands of the 
United States or the Soviet Union." Saleh said. 

in Washington, U.S. officials said Saleh's statement 
apparently was aimed at cooling tensions by making 
an overture to the Soviet Union.

No ‘gift’ for Idi 

H-bomb plan 
barred 
from print 


MILWAUKEE. Wis. (AP) — U.S. District Judge 
Robert Warren on Friday issued a 10-day restraining 
order to stop publication of an article which the 
government claims "would help other nations devel- 
op thermonuclear weaponry and injure the United 
Stales." 

"I'd want to think a long hard time before I'd 
give the hydrogen bomb to Idi Amin." Warren 
said, referring to the president of Uganda. "It seems 
to me that that's what we're doing. I realize that any 
prior restraint on the public comes into any federal 
court with a heavy burden " 

Warren held the hearing on a civil suit filed by 
the U.S. justice department against The Progess/ve 
magazine. 

THE JUDGE SAID HE sees a difference be¬ 
tween this case and that involving the New York 
Times and publication of the Pentagon papers. He 
said this case involves a statute prohibiting dissemi¬ 
nation of information about nuclear weapons 

The judge set another hearing for next Friday. 

The justice department said the article, written 
by Howard Morland. is entitled “How a Hydrogen 
Bomb Works" and its publication “would increase 
the proliferation of nuclear weapons and thereby se¬ 
verely undercut the arms control and disarmament 
policies of the United Slates." 

But Erwin Knoll, editor of the magazine, said 
there had been no decision on when the article would 
appear and the title mentioned in the suit is 
incorrect. He would not say what the title is. • 

DAY SAID MORLAND IS a freelance writer who 
wrote an article entitled "Tritium: The New Genie" 
for the February issue. He said Morland obtained 
information for the article “through research but 1 
can't go into further details." 

Sidney Lens, a contributing editor of the maga¬ 
zine. said in Honolulu that Morland told him there is 
no classified material in the article. 

"The material was acquired from above-board, 
unclassified sources, from interviews with scientists 
and from Morland's knowledge of physics," Lens 
said. 

“This is the pot calling the kettle black because 
the government promotes the sale of nuclear reac¬ 
tors to foreign countries." Lens added. "H-bombs 
are made from the waste of nuclear reactors." 

DAY SAID HE FELT the article "will do a great 
deal to arouse public concern over the continued 
manufacturing of nuclear weapons” but declined to 
comment further on its content. 

•"■The suit said the U.S. energy department, which 
is responsible for design and development of U.S. 
nuclear weapons, received a copy of the article' Feb. 
27. with a letter from Day asking the department to 
"verify the technical accuracy of the information 
contained in the article.” 

The suit cited an affidavit from John Griffin, an 
assistant secretary of the defence program in the 
energy department. 

"I have determined that a significant portion of 
the manuscript contains information which the laws 
require to be classified as secret restricted data," 
Griffin's affidavit said.

‘Never give 
up on kids’

Kimberley Vis, 3'/i. was by all accounts dead on Feb. 7 when a neighbor 
plucked her front beneath the ice of a ditch into which she had fallen near her 
Port Alberni home. 

She had spent, by that time, at least 15 minutes beneath the water: some 
authoritative estimates say it was probably closer to 30 minutes. It was about 

another 10 long minutes before resuscitation efforts could begin in the 
Port Alberni hospital. 

She was under water

and more than eight 
hours before she arrived 
at Royal Jubilee Hospital 
in Victoria. 

At first, all the doctors 
in Port Alberni could tell 
her parents, Corrie and 
Patsy Vis, was that they 
hadn't given up hope. Then 
they reported that they had 
a heartbeat. Then she was 
breathing, with an artificial 
respirator. 

But the battle was far 
from won, and over the next 
few weeks, a multi-disci¬ 
pline team of physicians at 
Royal Jubilee watched as 
the youngster fought one 
battle and then another to 
hold onto life. They admit 
now that they were ready to 
give up on several occasions 
when the unconscious 
youngster—her brain 
starved for oxygen, her 
lungs filled with fluid and 
her kidneys stopped—ap 
peared to have been lost. 

Even if her body survived, 
they knew that the chances 
her brain tissues could sur¬ 
vive as long as 40 minutes 
without oxygen were nil. No 
one on record has ever sur- 


for a quarter-hour; 

first came a 
heartbeat, then the 
real fight for life began 


vived a cutoff of oxygen to 
the brain for longer than 
that. They were prepared 
to have a "vegetable" out 
of the experience. 

But what almost every 
doctor connected with the 
case calls a miracle hap¬ 
pened. Today Kimberley is 
not only conscious, but alert 
and speaking. Most remark¬ 
able of all. her memory, per 
sonality and brain function 
appear to have been virtual¬ 
ly unsearred. 

"I think we all learned 
something from this." Dr. 
John Green, a Royal Jubilee 
anesthetist, said Friday: 
"Never give up on kids." 

Says another physician: "I 
have to say that it is a mira¬ 
cle that she survived. But 
that she could survive with¬ 
out brain damage, 
well..."

Alfred Hitchcock: master of suspense film 

Alfred Hitchcock 
Soon 80 Years Old 

By BOB THOMAS 

LOS ANGELES CAP) — "Do you realize that on Aug. 
14 , I will be 80 years old? It seems unbelievable. It re¬ 
minds me of a story." 

“The story is this,”* continued Alfred Hitchcock, the 
master of the suspense film. “A music hall comedian was 
killed by shrapnel in the First World War. At his gra¬ 
veside gathered all of his fellow comedians including 
old Charlie Coburn. 

“How old are you. Charlie?” one of the men asked. 
•Eighty-nine,’ said Charlie. The other man replied, ’It’s 
hardly worth going home, is it Charlie?’ ’’ 

Hitch chuckled with delight. He was enjoying a lunch of 
steak and champagne in his office suite at Universal 
Studios, where he has maintained his headquarters for 
almost 20 years. While his mind is as alert as ever, his body 
is not. Arthritis causes him to walk slowly with the aid of a 
cane. 

Earlier this month he received the Lifetime of Achieve¬ 
ment Award of the American Film Institute in a star-filled 
ceremony to be telecast by CBS television on March 12. 

“They wanted me to climb up stairs to a podium at the 
dinner said Hitchcock. ”1 couldn’t do that. An alterna 
Uve might be to carry me up to the stage on a bier — not 
the kind with froth on the top. It might make an inter¬ 
esting scene: Four men staggering up the stairs with 
their heavy burden.” 

An award for achievements of a lifetime is cause 
for reminiscence the British-born director recalled with 
utter clarity how he entered the film business. 

"It was in 1920 and It happened more or less as an 
'accident. I was an outsider, working in the advertising 
department of an engineering company. I was interest¬ 
ed in motion pictures, but strangely enough, American 
pictures, not English.” 

One day I read that Paramount . . . was opening a 
studio In Loodon. The first picture was to be called The 
Sorrows of Satan and I designed a set of titles to go 
with it” 

In those silent-movie days, the main titles and the cards 
describing the action and dialogue were often handso¬ 
mely designed. The American managers of the new 
studio liked the young man’s art work and he was hired at 
a wage of tS a week (then about fM.) The Hitchcock ca¬ 
reer had begun. 

Hitchcock points out that his early film training was 
American although he worked in London. His mentors were 
such Hollywood directors as George Fitzmaurice, Donald 
Crisp and Donald Robertson. 

The Pleasure Garden (1925), filmed largely in Munich, 
was his first film as director and he followed with 
The Lodger, Murder, The 39 Steps, The Lady Vanishes 
and ocher films that established the Hitchcock touch. 

“My coming to Hollywood roots back to my acquaint¬ 
ance with Myron Selznick,” said Hitchcock. “Myron said 
to his brother, David, ’You want to make the sinking of 
the Titanic? There’s only one man who can do it: Alfred 
Hitchcock.’ ” 

When the Titanic project itself sank, Hitchcock was 
assigned to Rebecca, the first of his succession of Ameri¬ 
can-made masterpieces. 

Despite his advancing years, Hitchcock now is planning 
his 54th film. It is a "good clean-cut melodrama, not a 
psychological story" about a British double-agent who 
bjtrays 42 of his countrymen to the East Germans.

HOLLYWOOD — Boca Dc 
Santa Monica stands with its 
back against burned-out 
Mandeville Canyon. 

A short time ago fire 
licked np the sides of the hill 
it stands on, up toward the 
huge swimming pool and 
tennis courts, threatening to 
take out the massive hmise 
itself. 

Were it not for 
high-pressure hoses and a 
near miraculous shift in 
wind, this monument to an¬ 
other era would now be 
gone. 

A century’ ago this was the 
site of the original land 
grant rancho house. The im¬ 
posing structure that took its 
place has been home to 
Douglas Fairbanks Jr. and 
later, Cary Grant. 

Not a shoddy heritage for 
the house's new owner, 
Bobby Vinton. The self-pro¬ 
claimed Polish prince, the 
man whose work nobody 
seems to like except the 30 
million people who have 
bought his reeords, now has 
this house standing in mute 
testimony to his appeal. 

“It's the story of my life. 
Even when ‘Red Roses' was 
big, I couldn't get a booking 
anywhere. 

“At one point I was one 
record company's lop seller, 
so they called a meeting to 
find out what they were 
doing wrong. 

“What’s this, Vinton is top 
of the charts?' " 

The audacious eyes twin¬ 
kle and the 11 gold records 
twinkle back from the walls 
of his study where they hang 
beside keys to cities and 
photos of him standing with 
other famous faces. 

In one he's arm-in-arm 
with Richard Nixon. Over 
there he's chatting with 


Elvis and Jerry Ford, while 
throughout the collection 
one design repeats itself. 

Embroidered on pillows, 
nailed to plaques, a 17th cen¬ 
tury Polish eagle reminds 
the singer where he is and. 
most important, who he is. 

. “I take this Polish prince 
thing very seriously. I hope 
I’ve helped bring the nations 
closer together. 1 know peo¬ 
ple who have visited Poland, 
and people on the street 
there have asked them if' 
they knew me." 

With his 1974 song, "Mel¬ 
ody of Love,’ sung in Polish 
and English, the press was 
saying Vinton was back. 
Vinton was saying he never 
left. 

In fact, says the 40ish 
father of five, "I'm just now 
touching on giving more 
than a song. I'm finally ren¬ 
dering a feeling in my songs, 
telling a story. As a per¬ 
former, I'm just begin¬ 
ning." 


And who can doubt this 
still young-looking man who 
has made it this far with 
seemingly everyone in the 
world casting doubts in his 
path? 

Even Life magazine titled 
its 1963, 15-page spread on 
the singer, "So Who Is This 
Bobby Vintdn?" 

"A good friend once paid 
me a high compliment. He 
said it was fantastic how I 
was able to sell a product 
that nobody really wants.” 

Reflecting back over the 
years, he says, “I've never 
let that negative guy inside 
get to me. I’ve always gone 
my own way, and il has 
worked out very well. 

"When rock was big. I was 
doing love songs. When long 
hair was in, I had short hair. 
People always said I was 
behind the times when, in 
my mind, I was a non¬ 
conformist. 

“No, I haven't let that guy

get to me, to destroy my 
dreams." 

Vinton says the dreams 
began back in Cannonsburg. 
Pa., when he was learning to 
play saxophone in his dad's 
band. 

The accidental break 
came when his record com¬ 
pany decided to drop his big 
band sound, saying that 
"boy singers were in." 

•When 1 added up, I found 
they still owed me two more 
sides, so I recorded some of 
my songs, thinking I'd use 
the money to promote the 
band." 

As it turned out, “Mr. 
Lonely" and “Roses Are 
Red" were on that album. 
Ever since, Vtnton has been 
in the hearts of a lot of 
"people on the street" with 
songs like “Blue Velvet" 
and “There I've Said It 
Again." 

"I learned a lot growing 
up in Cannonsburg. I learn 
ed to act the way I thought 
a star should act. I also 
learned that a lot of support 
can come to an entertainer 
from the small towns of this 
world.” 

Apparently Vinton has 
managed to preserve a lot of 
close family values he was 
brought up with. For one 
thing, he's still married to 
Dolly, a girl he met in first 
grade at Polish school. 

His friends are in the 
music business and. since he 
doesn't doesn't like to bring 
business home, his only- 
friends at home are his 
family. 

"I like to spend two weeks 
on the road and two weeks at 
home, playing ball with the 
kids and keeping Ruffles In 
line," he says, staring at his 
playful $3 mutt. 

“When I’m here. 1 spend 
all my time with them."

Collectibles 


Alice Fisher of Woodstock 
is a life long admirer and 
collector of the works of 
Cone Stralton Porter. "I be¬ 
lieve I have all of her books 
now," she says. "Some of 
them seem to be quite early 
editions and all in very good 
condition. I would never 
part up with them but it 
would be nice to know if they 
are valuable — and anything 
else vou can tell me about 
Mrs. S P herself." 

Gene Stratton-Porter was 
one of those authors who can 
justly be described as much 
loved'. Her admirers are 
still legion and for people of 
my generation she remains 
bathed in an aura of affec¬ 
tionate nostalgia. Freckles, 
Girl of the Limberlost. and 
Keeper of the Bees are part 
of our childhood, forever 
treasured. 

Apart from being among 
the most delightful of 
American writers she was 
also one of the most success¬ 
ful. Between 1895 and 1915. 
only fifty-five American 
books ever sold more than 
one million copies. Five of 
them came from the mellif¬ 
luous pen of Gene Stratton- 
Porter. She was the most 
successful writer of her 
time 

She was born in Indiana on 
Aug. 17. 1863. married in 
1886 and moved to the Lim¬ 
berlost Swamp two years 
later. Her first short story 
was published in 1901 and 
between then and when she 
died in a car accident in 1921 
she wrote moe than 20 
books, some hundreds of 
magazine articles and had 
started to produce films of 
her own books in Holly¬ 
wood 

Her style was light ro¬ 
mance liberally laced with 
popular naturalism. She was 
an outstanding nature pho¬ 
tographer and would clearly 
have preferred to write only- 
books of the great outdoors 
had not her publishers 


gently pointed out that the 
novels sold better She 
therefore alternated them — 
ten popular novels and the 
rest, non-fiction works of 
nature. 

She was one of the first 
great conservationists. She 
wrote articles attacking the 
slaughter of song birds to 
provide plumes fur mil¬ 
liners. She was a founding 
member of one of the early 
'Save the Elk' organizations 
and was alarmed at the 
spread of industrial pollu¬ 
tion more than half a cen¬ 
tury before everyone else 
caught on Limberlosf 
Swamp itself was destroyed, 
first by oil wells and ihen 
logging. 

Her writings were trans¬ 
lated into more than a dozen 
languages and her readers 
finally totalled more than 
fifty million. 

The sheer number of Gene 
Stratton-Porter’s books in 
print precludes the possibil¬ 
ity of them being very valu¬ 
able. The very fact that they 
were always well loved 
tends to ensure that large 
numbers of them survive in 
good condition — thus there 
is little of the scarcity factor 
which leads to high prices. 
Nice early editions are to be 
found in any good used book¬ 
store in the $5.00 to $10.00 
bracket. A first edition of 
Freckles might fetch $50.00 - 
$75.00 if signed by the au¬ 
thor. Her books of poetry- 
are quite scarce. Jesus of 
the Emerald and The Fire 
Bird should certainly be 
w orth $100.00. Her children's 
books. After The Flood and 
Morning Face would be in 
the same range. 

Mrs. Fisher is well ad¬ 
vised not to part up with 
them, their value catv only 
continue to increase.

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Gzowski's Spring Comes Before God's Spring

Peter Gzowski's Spring Tonic is a big paperback 
scrapbook of writings about spring. It contains the 
predictable smattering of excerpts from old material — 
everything from Catherine Parr Trail to Ray Guy — but 
there's also a generous helping of new pieces penned 
especially for it. Some of these are by established 
writers like Jack Hodgins who responded to Gzowski's 
personal invitation; others are by unknowns who de¬ 
serve not to be. and who were galvanized into action by 
Gzowski’s public appeal for contributions. (He adver¬ 
tised the project via radio and weekly newspapers.) 

He decided to "do” the book, Gzowski tells us, 
"because of my own need to dream” and partly as 
"therapy" when he realized that life as a late-night 
television host was not for him. Besides, he adds, 
“(Canadians) need spring. We need it desperately and, 
usually, we need it before God is willing to give it to us." 
Spring Tonic is meant to bring spring early for most of 
us and make it more enjoyable for those fortunate few 
who already have it. Happily, contrary to all expecta¬ 
tions when I opened the book, it should do just that. 

Spring can be such a twee subject, what with flutes 
toutling, lambs bleating and brooks babbling all over 
(he place. Spring a la Gzowski. though, leans closer to 
whimsy than gush. This brief poem by Stuart Richard¬ 
son Is typical: "Spring has come and it will bring/Hap- 
piness and everything/Girls in fashions new and 
old/Girls in shorts both brief and bold/Side to side my 
head I swing/I must not miss anything/Once I did this 
very quickly/Now my neck is old and crickly.” 

There’s also an earnestness to Canadian apprecia¬ 
tion of spring that’s positively touching. ("In England, 
spring means the rain that comes down will be less 


cold," explains Don Harron. “In California, spring 
doesn’t mean a goddam thing: in Canada, it means the 
end is near, the ordeal is over.”) Indeed, so deeply does 
that first green shoot touch the chilblained Canadian 
psyche that we seem to find our natural reactions less 
embarrassing if we laugh at them. “Spring is something 
Canadians must learn to live with.’ writes Gary 
Lautens. “Just buy yourself some open-toed snowshoes 
and cope.” Or, “Spring ... in Saskatchewan, a single 
day tucked in between winter of one day and summer of 
the next. But regardless of time or place, on that day 
(he poetic sap begins to flow." (Paul Hiebert, of course, 
in "Sarah Revisited.”) 


Spring Tonic is anything but a collection of tired 
cliches. There’s Stephen Leacock, for example, ex¬ 
plaining the "signs of spring that every sensible man

respects and recognizes. He sees the oyster disappear 
from the club bill-of-fare, and knows that winter is 
passing ... he notes the first timid appearance of the 
asparagus just peeping out of its melted butter," etc. 
There are recipes for rhubarb and asparagus, a selec¬ 
tion of spring tune-up exercises illustrated with a photo 
of brave people like John Candy and Barbara Hamilton 
in leotards and tights, and a scientific explanation of 
what causes spring by Ian McGregor of'the Toronto 
Planetarium. I especially liked a poem by a Lake 
Wilcox, Ontario schoolboy which ended. "Ding! 
Ding!/Spring comes out dancing. It's Spring with an 
uppercut/Winter’s down. He’s out cold! The fight is all 
over! The Winner: Jim Spring!” 

; 

There’s an intriguing article by Sheila Fischman. 
who is best known as a translator but is also literary 
editor of the Montreal Star. Gzowski had asked her for 
help in selecting spring material from the literature of 
Quebec, and Fischman replied that it was puzzlingly 
difficult to find any. Winter, yes, everywhere, but 
Spring? (One explanation may lie in the contrast be¬ 
tween the Roman Catholic emphasis on the Crucifixion 
and the Protestant emphasis on the Resurrection, as 
symbolized by the empty cross. The two notable excep¬ 
tions Fischman found — Klein and Layton — also wrote 
at a significant distance from the surrounding Catholic 
culture.) 

There’s a nice balance between fiction and non-fic¬ 
tion, poetry and graphics, and two of the best pieces are 
short articles by relative unknowns. ("Spring Clean¬ 
ing” by Jean McKay, and “Three Feet Deep in Dawson 
City" by John Bumsie, on pages 112-114.) 

There’s also a lot of W. O. Mitchell and none of F. P. 
Grove or Roderick Haig-Brown, and a silly interview 
with Margaret Atwood that’s below par, but not to 
worry. Nobody ever claimed that a spring tonic has to 
taste good all the way down. It’s the invigorating overall 
effect that counts.

Cheever at His Best in Short Stories

In the late lamented series between 
the National Hockey League and the Soviet 
Union, an announcer attributed our first 
and only victory — somewhat premature¬ 
ly, as it turned out — to the "bench 
strength" of the western team. 

It's a familiar expression in team 
sports, meaning that there's a pool of 
talent to be drawn upon at all times, a 
condition that probably best describes 
the eventual winners. 

The phrase may seem inappropriate as 
it applies to literature. Yet it seems curi¬ 
ously apt in applying to John Cheever, and 
the only effective way to describe this 
massive and superb collection of his short 
stories. 

Cheever is a writer, has been, in fact, 
for 30 years with The New Yorker, who is 
never at a loss for the stuff of greatness. If 
a plot doesn't quite work out, he scores by 
the sheer ability to master the English lan¬ 
guage. If the writing itself may seem 
occasionally uneven — and it rarely does — 
he captivates by an understanding of the 
human condition that is, perhaps, his 
greatest asset. More than any other fiction 
writer he can be said to have one-man 
bench strength. 

These talents are stretched to their 
limit in novels. His recent best-selling 
Falconer was a disappointment to this 
reviewer — though the reviewer seems to 
have been a minority of one — and may. 
indeed, rank with John Le Carre's The 
Honourable Schoolboy as one of the more 
dubious over-inflated, over praised liter¬ 
ary successes of recent times.

True or no(. Cheever is magnificent 
in the shorter form. These 61 stories 
over the past three decades cannot be 
faulted on any account. Not since E. B. 
White’s Essays has there been a more 
rewarding collection. 

What's particularly interesting about 
this treasury, more so than in the five 
compilations of Cheever s stories in the 
past, is that it reveals something of the 
thought process that presages any actual 
writing 

Cheever could never be described as a 
formula writer, yet there is, in most of 
these stories, a brutal, sometimes comical 
violence that's strangely at odds with 
Cheever’s disciplined, urbane style. In by 
far the largest percentage of these stories 


there is sudden death, terminal confronta¬ 
tion, and general mayhem calculated to 
shock the startled reader. Cheever is 
clearly a gentle, tender man. Yet there 
has never been a more diabolical ob¬ 
server of the human condition. 

The author effortlessly achieves his 
shock effect by two simple devices. 

One is that most of these stories are 
set in suburbia. Cheever is known, indeed, 
as a chronicler of the middle and upper 
middle classes. The stability and security 
of family life hermetically removed from 
the chaos of the city, happiness and mar¬ 
tinis among the hedges, is established right 
from the beginning. Yet any Cheever 
reader will know that it is all a cha¬ 
rade. Behind those solid oaken doors there 
is infidelity, incest, vicious plotting and a 
whole lot of misery. There are always 
clouds over this corner of paradise. Every 
cloud has a black lining. 

Then, too, Cheever is as fastidious 
as Alfred Hitchcock in establishing a 
mood and a setting for tragedy. He is, 
in particular, the master of meteorol¬ 
ogy and the behavior of the elements is 
a much a part of a Cheever story as the 
behavior of hts doomed cast. 

Thus, in a typical Cheever story called 
“O Youth and Beauty!" (an ex-hurdler 
whose alcoholic vanity is to vault over 
furniture is shot dead by his wife, perhaps 
accidentally) the author sets the perfect 
scene for homicide: “Then it is a summer 
night, a wonderful summer night. The 
passengers on the eight-fifteen see Shady 
Hill — if they notice it at all — in a bath of 
placid golden light. The noise of the 
train is muffled in the heavy foliage, 
and the long car windows look like a 
string of lighted aquarium tanks before 
they flicker out of sight. Up on the hill, the 
ladies say to one another. ‘Smell the grass! 
Smell the trees!’ The Farleys are giving 


another party, and Henry had hung the 
sign. Whiskey Gulch, from the rose arbor, 
and is wearing a chef's white hat and an 
apron. His guests are still drinking, and the 
smoke from his meat fire rises, on the 
windless evening, straight, up into the 
trees . . .” 

And so Cheever prepares the read¬ 
er ever so gently for the lethal shot. 

Since these stories have been collected 
over such a long span of years, it might be 
expected that they would vary in quality 
After all, Cheever is now close to 68 years 
of age. Yet with the possible exception of 
"Artemis, The Honest Well Digger", a long 
fable strangely out of character, the writ 
ing and plot are as impeccable as they 
ever were. 

Many readers will have fond memories 
of the earlier Cheever and he, himself, has 
a soft spot for nostalgia 

"These stories," he writes in an intro¬ 
duction that's as entertaining as his tales, 
"seem at times to be stories of a long-lost 
world when the city of New York was still 
filled with a river light, when you heard the 
Benny Goodman quartet from a radio in 
the corner stationery store, and when al¬ 
most everybody wore a hat. Here rs 
the last of that generation of chain 
smokers who woke the world in the morn 
ing with their roughing, who used to get 
stoned at cocktail parties and perform 
obsolete dance steps like ‘the Cleveland 
Chicken', sail for Europe on ships, wh> 
were truly nostalgic for love and happi 
ness, and whose gods were as ancient as 
yours and mine, whoever you are." 

Whether the reader remembers those 
distant times or not. this is an altogether 
wonderful collection of a master of his 
medium. It will give genuine pleasure to 
everyone who appreciates bench 
strength. 
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Betty Bacall's Bumpy Ride 


"Fasten your seat-belts." proclaims 
one of the songs from Lauren Bacall’s hit 
musical. Applause, “it’s gonna be a bumpy 
ride." Her life has been like that. too. since 
she shot to the top at 20 in To Have And 
Hare .Not. From then on, her career has 
had its bumps, more downs than ups. 
and since 1957 she has had to live a 
legend, as the widowed Mrs. Bogart. 

Her autobiography, funny, human and. 
in places, unusually moving, describes the 
plane ride, for us and for herself: “Maybe 
it would help me to discover something 
about myself, to add it all up. What I am — 
and why. How 1 got there." 

She survived because she had roots, a 
close-knit family and a unique marriage, a 
sense of herself and the theatre: "I have a 
contribution to make. I am not just taking 
up space in this life. I can add some¬ 
thing to the lives I touch. I don’t like 
every thing about myself, and I’ll never be 1 
satisfied, but nobody ’s perfect." 

Tie Bacalls were Rumanian Jewish, 
first generation immigrant New Yorkers. 
When she was six. her parents separated, 
and her mother, with the elan behind her. 
battled on. It was she who gave Betty, as 
she then was. her values. She taught her 
"character." a sense of right and w rong, 
that "you worked for a living and you 
worked hard. Accomplishment.” 

Her mother's standards, spirit, and 
sense of humor supported her daughter 
through dancing and theatre 
school. They were there to fall back 
on when, in the first years of the war. she 
scraped a living as a fashion model or a 
theatre usher, tried to catch the eye of 
directors by selling Actors’ Cue in Sardi's 
doorway, and won her first break in a 
play which folded on the road. 

So that when Hollywood producers 
scrambled for the giri in the pages of 
Harper’s Bazaar, she was able to hold on to 
herself, despite her youthful naivete and 
Howard Hawks, who molded her into his 
personal image of sophisticated and pro¬ 
vocative romance, or despite (and be¬ 
cause of) Humphrey Bogart, 25 years 
her senior. Vaulted to fame, head over

heels in love, she never quite forgot who 
she was and emerged from it all as a 
fighter. 

That self-knowledge enlivens almost 
every page of her book. Over the years she 
has not lost her spontaneity towards life, 
her curiosity and enthusiasm for people 
and places. She still remembers what it 
was like to be a schoolgirl sitting terrified 
on the edge of a chair in Betty Davis' 
hotel room. The famous arc now her 
friends, yet even her most casual refer¬ 
ences catch their ordinary selves as well as 
their glamor. And for certain parts of her 
life she retains an uncanny, well-nigh total 
recall 

Two-thirds of the book details those 
early years, her first film, her romance 
and marriage tu Bogart. Armored in the 
critical perspective of her mature self, she 
is able to re-capture what she felt then, and 
her account is dramatic, loving, and hon¬ 
est. Without being mawkish, she relives 
the minutes of Bogart's last illness, her 
adoration and despair, her concern for 
their children’s loss, her own indebted¬ 
ness: 

"And Bogie, with his great ability 
to love, never suppressing me. helping me 
to keep my values straight in a town where 
there were few. forcing my standards 
higher — again the stress on personal 
character, demonstrating the importance 
of the quality of life, the proper attitude to 
work . . to risk something in life, was 
more important then being a star. To 
never sell your soul — to have self¬ 
esteem — to be true — was most important 
of all." 

I'ntil that marriage, his fourth. Bogart 
had been a hard drinker and a lonely man. 
She gave him youth, children, and a sense 
of wonder. He gave her wisdom and devo¬ 
tion. opening to her a select circle of 
friends whose mutual respect for work tied 
them together. Yet throughout their 11 
years as "Slim" and “Steve." he never let 
her take him for granted; they preserved 
each other's boundaries. 

Picking up the pieces after Bogart's 
death, she turned for support to Frank 


Sinatra. Twenty years later, she sees now 
that she was demanding more than he 
could give. But at the time, she was con 
fused and hurt by the way he backed off 
from any commitment: 

"Actually, Frank did me a favor — he 
saved me from the disaster our marriage 
would have been. The truth is he was 
probably smarter than I: he knew it 
couldn’t work. But the truth also is that he 
behaved like a complete shit. He was too 
cowardly to tell the truth — that it was just 
loo much for him. that he’d found he 
couldn't handle it. I would have understood 
(I hope). Well, he’s paid for his licks in 
his life — okay. It’s his life — but why 
the hell did I have to pav for them 
too?" 

Still later, there was Jason Robards. 
Like Bogie he was a drinker, but she 
thought she could cure him by giving him 
love and by mothering his children. She 
admired his talents, his generosity and 
zest. But their marriage foundered from 
the start. He was erratic and kept on 
drinking: she began to grow into someone 
she detested, until it became a matter of 
survival, for herself and their son. to 
get out cleanly and rationally, despite hurt 
feelings 

Now that’s all over. Bacall looks back 
and finds the man she once thought him to 
be: “Jason was in A Moon for the Misbe¬ 
gotten on Broadway. I took Sam (their son) 
to see it. Jason was brilliant. I was so 
happy for him He had learned a terrible 
lesson along the way. He had stopped 
drinking, his marriage was good, he had 
one new daughter, and another baby on the 
way ... At last we became good friends. 
Whenever he’d come to get Sam for a 
weekend, dinner, whatever. Jason and I 
would sit and talk about work, about life. 
He was a good man — a wonderful man 
... He was worth the time, even the 
pain, invested." 

Once more she is “by myself": two 
marriages lie behind her, the family's 
older generation is dead; Bogie's children 
have their own lives to make, Sam is still to 
care for. Writing the book, she is “warmed

and strengthened” by the memory of 
her family and by the fact of the special 
people in her life, like Katherine Hepburn. 
Spencer Tracy, the Nivens, the Kennedy s. 
Adlai Stevenson, John Huston. Yet the 
legend of the past is also still a burden, and 
she wonders about her children's lives 
and her own future. 

Presented without self-pity, the trials 
and joys have all played their part in the 
making of a unique personality; Bacall is 
“by myself" in that sense, too. Perhaps 
her new success as a writer will now propel 
her career upward and allow her to be 
accepted as herself. Meanwhile, she re¬ 
mains buoyant, able still to laugh in For¬ 
tune’s face, as she ends on a line worthy of 
“the look” that first made her famous: 
“I'm open to suggestions.”

¥ quently, we are unforgettably aware of its power. What 
x more could any poet wish for? 

That said by way of an introduction, there's still 
¥ plenty in Susan Musgrave’s latest collection that 
¥ merits any reader’s effort 

Perhaps the most striking quality of some of these 
x poems is their strong sense of tension — even sus- 
$ pense. 

“Fishing On A Snowy Evening” for example — too 
long to be quoted here, and it should be encountered 
'5 entire — perfectly maintains this tension throughout. 
¥ Its even tone exactly suits its scene and action, and the 
picture developed in the poem, though almost devoid of 
¥ actual physical details, may remain in the reader's 
senses long after a first reading Further readings will 
¥ only serve to sharpen the palpable impact of this poem. 

“Fishing On A Snowy Evening” seems a perfect poem, 
x one that any poet would be proud to call their own. 
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A Sense 
Of Tension 


“When You Lie Down, Lie With Me? is another 
example of the tension Musgrave manages to find and 
utilize in many of her poems: 

This is war. 

This is real. 

This is living together . . . 

This is trying to keep warm. 

This is trying to stay alive . .. 

Then, near the end of the poem, the tension is 
briefly relaxed for a moment of movement and possible 
resolution — but only into, finally, an inexorable contin¬ 
uing of the tension that first animated the scene. Mus- 
grave catches an aspect of reality here that anyone who 
has ever lived with someone else can feel. 

And so she does also in “The Embalmer’s Art", 
“. . . not a poem for just anybody. No, in fact, it is 
meant/for my family. It is a poem to strangers, 
then,/ on the occasion of Christmas.” 

There isn’t a wasted word in this poem, and its 
conclusion is as pointed and effective as any advanced 
by Sylvia Plath — without, like Plath, belaboring the 
obvious anger and sorrow the situation inspires. 

“Wedding Song’, “North Beach Birth”, “The 


Angel-Maker" — these are all fine examples of Mus¬ 
grave’s best. 

"The Angel-Maker" is a hauntingly beautiful ac¬ 
count by the practitioner of a trade that in itself could 
hardly be called beautiful. Direct and lyrical at the 
same time, “The Angel-Maker" perfectly captures (he 
essence of a scene many of us might recognize: 

"Look up at the stars, those elements of/augery. 
This child would be born wanting —/ sweet shock for his 
indigent father . . ./ Relax, please, this is no time for 
moral prudery." 

Witches, lovers, absent friends, times of grief and 
times of wonder — all find life and echo somewhere in 
this collection. 

What doesn't, happily enough, find life or echo here 
is the overworked imagery of native myth that Mus¬ 
grave has given us so often before. 

Her use of that imagery — and other poets’ use of it 
— often seemed spurious, the effort of a myth-less 
people who still felt uneasy with the place that they and 
their forebears took from its original inhabitants — and 
who still, perhaps, felt guilty about the methods used in 
that taking and about the place to which the natives 
were consigned. 

But taking someone else's imagery and myth is 
hardly the way to ease, or a guilt-free life. Making your 
own myths — or, at least, making your own imagery to 
illuminate what turn out to be our common myths — 
anounces at least the beginning of ease. 

That beginning may be found in these poems. 

A MAN TO MARRY A MAN TO BURY, by Susan 

Musgrave. McClelland and Stewart, ft.95. 
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Jimmy Hof fa seemed always to be in 
the news, yet despite his notoriety the 
long-time undisputed leader of the giant 
Teamsters Union somehow managed to 
remain a shadowy figure as far as the 
general public was concerned. 

We knew that a congressional com¬ 
mittee and the FBI tried to nail him for 
corruption and for dealings with the 
Mafia but, like the Teamsters who re¬ 
vered him, we wanted to believe he was 
being victimized for being a thorn in the 
(establishment's flesh, and so we gave 
him the benefit of the doubt. We knew 
he was jailed for jury-tampering and 
income tax evasion but the charges 
could have been trumped-up. And we 
were told that he disappeared without 
trace, but we knew such a thing was 
impossible and that sooner or later he 
would surface and become more power¬ 
ful than ever. 

Few knew just how corrupt this 
charismatic leader really was or bow, to 
satisfy his insatiable craving for power, 
he had battled his way to the top of the 
largest and most important union in the 
U.S. (with many members in Canada) 
and in the course of his rough and 
bloody ascent had entered into alliance 
and into combat with America's most 
influential and notorious elements — 
politicians, labor leaders, business ty¬ 
coons and the kings of the underworld. 

Fewer still understood how he was 
toppled from power or what steps he 
planned to take to regain it — steps that 
so threatened the power of the mobsters 
that his murder became inevitable. 

Certainly, I was unaware of these 
things, and a great deal more, until I 
read The Hoffa Wars, a bizarre and 
engrossing account of the rise and 
fall of one of America's most contro¬ 
versial and sinister figures. 

The young author, journalist Dan 
E. Moldea. referred to by colleagues as 
a guerrilla writer, spent four gruelling 
and frightening years relentlessly pur¬ 
suing the terrifying facts about Hoffa 
and those who surrounded him. Apart 
from reading voluminous documents 
and tracking down every possible lead, 
Moldea questioned government agents, 
union leaders, businessmen, mobsters 
and Teamsters; and among the hun¬ 
dreds interviewed several later became 
victims of the underworld's ceaseless 
campaign to keep secret the truth about 
Hoffa. And the author's own life was 
threatened several times. 

Right from the start of his turbu¬ 
lent career Hoffa used strong-arm tac¬ 
tics in the pursuit of his goal; first he 
employed a gang of bully-boys to estab¬ 
lish his ascendancy in his Detroit local; 
then he used small-time criminals to 
terrorize employers into signing crip¬ 
pling contracts, which gave him a wor¬ 
shipping membership, enlarged his 
power-base, and compelled the union 
leadership to notice him. 

As he moved up the ladder, Hoffa 
allied himself with mobsters to whom 
he allotted areas of jurisdiction with 
free access to local union funds. In 
return, they supported his climb to 
power. When he attained the presidency 
he found himself in control of a union 
pension fund exceeding $2 billion, and 
the power to bestow and take away 
nominal titles that carried enormous 
salaries and a princely life-style. The 
recipients were required solely to si¬ 
lence dissent and maintain Hoffa in 
power. 

There were some rebels in the 
ranks, honest Teamsters who didn't 
like what was going on, but they could 
be easily handled. On the whole, every¬ 
one was happy. Union rank-and-file 
members kept getting bigger pay-pack¬ 
ets; rich mobsters had a legitimate 
front for their nefarious activities; and 
Jimmy was king — an absolute mon¬ 
arch, revered by his subjects, feared by 
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other union leaders, relied on by the 
Mafia, and protected by politicians who 
were on his regular payroll, as were 
some wives, sons and nephews of his 
chief courtiers. 

In sole command of the huge pension 
fund was a crook named Allen Dorf- 
man. Traditionally, pension funds are 
invested in bonds and gilt-edged securi¬ 
ties; Teamster funds were 'loaned* to 
mobsters for wild speculation in real 
estate, plush golf clubs, hotels, casinos 
(like Caesar's Palace in Las Vegas), 
and other such ventures. When the ven¬ 
ture failed the loan was written-off; 
when it succeeded, token repayments 
were made. The result of all this is that 
the pension fund is expected to be bank¬ 
rupt in four or five years’ time. 

All this is bad enough, but Mol¬ 
dea doesn't stop there. His chilling 
revelations and disclosures — names, 
place and details — many of them told 
in the words of the participants them¬ 
selves, include Hoffa's involvement in 
dirty tricks in the highest places. 


Link With Ruby 

For example, after the Cuban Revo¬ 
lution. when the mob were evicted from 
the island, thereby losing their best 
gambling and heroin connections, mob 
leaders co-operated with the CIA in the 
plot to assassinate Fidel Castro. The 
middleman between the CIA and the 
American underworld was Jimmy 
Hoffa — who had used the Teamsters 
Union's financial machinery for arms 
sales to both sides in the Cuban Revolu¬ 
tion. 

There is solid evidence, Moldea 
shows, that Hoffa and two of his crimi¬ 
nal associates — three of the most 
important targets for criminal prosecu¬ 
tion by the Kennedy administration — 
had discussions with their subordinates 
about murdering President Kennedy. 
Associates of Hoffa and the others were 
in direct contact with Jack Ruby, the 
Dallas night-club owner who killed Lee 
Harvey Oswald, the so-called "lone as¬ 
sassin" of the president. 

Some idea of the power wielded by 
Hoffa and his friends can be gauged by 
the fact that members of the Warren 
Commission, which investigated Ken¬ 
nedy's assassination, had knowledge of 
much of this information but chose not 
to follow it up. 

The story gets worse and worse. 
When the awful Nixon came to power, 
Hoffa was in jail and anti-Hoffa Mafia 
forces had gained ascendency. Team¬ 
sters boss Frank Fitzsimmons, who was 
supposed to have kept the president's 
seat warm for Hoffa’s return, turned on 
his former boss, allied himself with the 
new Mafia leaders (by giving them 
free access to union funds) and per¬ 
suaded Nixon to de-claw Hoffa. 

This wasn't difficult to achieve. 
Nixon agreed to pardon Hoffa and to 
make the pardon conditional on Hoffa 
not becoming involved in any union 
affairs until 1980. In return, Fitzsim¬ 
mons engineered a dirty tricks cam¬ 
paign against Senator Edward Kenndy, 
Nixon's potential challenger; Dorfman 
dipped into the pension fund and contri¬ 
buted $100,000 to Nixon, through John 
Mitchell, the president's corrupt attor- 
nay general; and when the Watergate 
burglars began blackmailing the White 


House, the Mafia came through with 
a million dollars in hush money — 
delivery arranged by Fitzsimmons and 
Dorfman. 

If Hoffa had accepted defeat he 
would have survived, and it is un¬ 
likely that this book would ever have 
been written. But, of course, he didn’t. 
Having for decades left a trail of count¬ 
less battered heads and ruined lives of 
Teamster rebels who had dared to chal¬ 
lenge him, Hoffa now devised a plan to 
gather rebel support by promising that 
when re-elected president he would get 
rid of the criminals, run a clean union, 
and dedicate himself to the workers. 


In their desperation, the rebels be¬ 
lieved him. So did Fitzsimmons. And so

did the Mafia. By being naive enough to 
think that he could dispose of the Mafia 
just like that, Jimmy Hoffa signed his 
own death warrant. And Moldea tells us 
who carried out the sentence, where and 
how the murder was performed, and 
why no trace was, or ever will, be found 
of the body. Case closed. 

The above is merely the barest 
outline of some of the revelations con¬ 
tained in this sensational book, which is 
not only a triumph of investigative re¬ 
porting but also a chilling reminder that 
a country's rulers are not always who 
we think they are. 


Terrible Legacy 

Moldea worked long and hard to 
produce this documentary account of a 
man who left a terrible legacy, not only 
in political corruption and worker ex¬ 
ploitation but also in decades of blood¬ 
shed among rival mobs struggling for 
control of legitimate businesses and the 
narcotics trade. It is understandable 
that he should want to include every 
scrap of pertinent information he so 
laboriously gleaned, and this he seems 
to have done. 

It may appear churlish to criti¬ 
cize a courageous young man who 
risked his life to uncover truth, but I 
must fault" him on this because by 
including so much he has made a 
complex story indigestible. A more 



experienced writer would have known 
that drastic editing would hve height¬ 
ened impact and not confused the read¬ 
er to the point of oftoi losing his atten¬ 
tion. As it is. The Hoffa Wars is tough to 
read and demands enormous concen¬ 
tration. But, believe me, it’s well worth 
making the effort. 

If you’re not prepared to make 
such an effort there Is, fortuitously, 
an alternative to the The Hoffa Wars. 
The Teamsters, by Steven Brill, Is 
less demanding on the reader, and 
almost equally illuminating. 

Brill, a contributing editor and law 
columnist for Esquire, must have also 
amassed a wealth of material during 
the 18 months he spent doing leg-work 
and poring over documents. But be sen¬ 
sibly distanced himself from his notes 
in order to gain perspective and so 
realized that as the cast of characters is 
inseparable — their paths criss-cross all 
the time — it would be more effec¬ 
tive to narrow the cast. And that is 
what he did. 


Pride, Revenge 


The cast includes Jimmy Hoffa, 
Jr., lawyer son of the murdered union 
boss, who is so tormented by instincts of 
.pride and revenge that he cannot see the 
defects in his father’s character. 

There is also Tony Provenzano, mob¬ 
ster leader of the Teamsters in New 
Jersey, recently coovicted of arranging 
the murder of a union rival; Ron Carey, 
scrupulously honest president of a 
Teamster local in New York who, be¬ 
cause of his honesty, cannot move up In 
the hierarchy; and Allen Dorfman. the 
pension fund manipulator mentioned 
earlier, who is now scared because 
government pressure and publicity 
have limited his usefulness to the un¬ 
derworld. 

We also meet a 57-year-old driver 
who is making $28,000 a year and 
thinks the union has done great things 
for him; and a well paid 60-year-old 
Teamster warehouseman who is a bitter 
Teamster dissidenL We are also intro¬ 
duced to Harold Gibbons, Hoffa’s top 
aide, and Jackie Presser, who hopes to 
become the next Teamster president 
while knowing that he seeks not a throne 
but an electric chair. 

Dominating the book is Frank Fitz¬ 
simmons, the union’s general president, 
chosen by Hoffa as his stand-in when be 
went to prison because he was a non-en¬ 
tity. When Hoffa entered a room he 
would strip off his jacket and let it fall; 
one of errand-boy Fitzsimmons’ jobs 
was to catch it before it reached the 
floor. But the inoffensive, nervous Fitz¬ 
simmons turned out to be a wolf in 
sheep's clothing by virtually handing 
over the union to the mob — which 
solved the Jimmy Hoffa problem for 
ever. 

But those who play with fire invari¬ 
ably get burned, and now Fitzsimmons 
himself Is the target of government 
investigations and the victim of disloy¬ 
alty among his ambitious underlings. 

The Teamsters Is an effective book, 
cleverly crafted and easy to read. And it 
does contain some information that is 
not to be found in The Hoffa Wars. To 
gain the full flavor of the Teamster and 
Hoffa stories It is profitable to read both 
books, but if 1 had to make a choice I 
would come down heavily In favor of 
The Hoffa Wars, which despite the fault 
of over-crowding the narrative, re¬ 
mains a major work and a minor mas¬ 
terpiece of investigative journalism.

Too Far to Go , a drama based on 10 of the popular 
Maples short stories by John Updike, will air Monday, 
March 12, on NBC. 

Michael Moriarty stars as Richard Maple and Blythe 
Danner co-stars as his wife. Joan, in the story of a contem¬ 
porary suburban couple whose marriage is disintegrating. 
Also starring are Glenn Closs as Rebecca, Ken Kercheval as 
Jack Dennis, Josef Somner as Henry Mills and Kathryn 
Walker as Marion'Sales. 

Moriarty explained his view of Richard Maple: “1 play a 
very contemporary man with comtemporary problems. 
Richard Maple is part cad, part human being, part baby, 
part mature understanding parent, part gifted artist. His 
way with words is marvelous and captivating to those 
around him. But he has a great sin: pride." 

In the story, Richard and his wife, Joan, realize their 
marriage is falling apart, and they can't find ways to halt 
the disintegration.

She met her husband when 
she went to the William Mor¬ 
ris Agency, seeking repre¬ 
sentation. She was inter¬ 
viewed by Jack Stein 

“I figured I’d better get to 
know him better," she re¬ 
calls. So. two days later, she 
called him, and asked him . 
for a date. , 

Shortly thereafter, he be¬ 
came her manager. That 
was five years ago. Two 
years later, they were mar¬ 
ried. 

It’s all falling into place 
now, prompting one final ex¬ 
clamation from Miss 
Anton: 

"It shows I can do more 
than just sell cigars."
